The Vessel a Total Wreck, but All the Crew 
Are Saved.

8 on the east 
coast of Virginia, about sixty miles northeast 
of Cape Charles. The Dispatch left New York 
yesterday, bound out for Washington, D. C. 
She was under the command of Lieut. W. E. 
Cowles of the navy and had a full comple- 
ment of men on board. 

She passed out of the Narrows about an 
hour after leaving New York and then put to 
sea, intending to go down to Cape Charles 
and then turn into Chesapeake Bay, and pro- 
ceed up the bay to the Potomac, and thence 
to Washington, She expected to arrive in 
Washington in about forty-eight hours at most. 

Immediately after leaving New York the 
steamship ran into foul weather. There was 
a bad wind and an ugly sea was running. It 
was decided to keep the steamship under the 
coast, thus to escape any bad weather that 
might have been created further out by the 
hurricane from Bermuda, which has ‘been 
making things disagreeable and dangerous in 
the Atlantic. A bad fog came up with the 
nightfall and so the Dispatch slowed down 
considerably, although still going at a fair 
speed. The weather continued to grow worse, 
and when the vessel struck was blowing, it is 
reported, quite a mean gale. The sea was 
running high, with a decided land swell. The 
vessel struck, it is reported, headon. The 
shock came some time on toward midnight. 
Immediately the sea swept her about with 
broadsides on the shoals. The Dispatch’s 
commander immediately let go the anchors, 
but they did not strike until after the waves 
had beated her well up on the shoals. 

Wasurneoton, D. C., Oct. 10.— The Navy De- 
partment has given orders to the Command- 
ant of the New York Navy-Yard to send a ves- 
sel to the relief of the Dispatch. The light- 
house tender at Philadelphia has also been 
ordered on the same errand. 

The Dispatch was built in 1874, and some 
years later purchased by the government 
from Henry C. Smith, a New York stock 
broker and yachtaman, for $48,000. It was 
soon to have been displaced by the Dolphin, 
now fitting out at Norfolk as a dispatch 
boat.

ARGENTINE CRITICISM OF THE JUNTA 


Charges That the Officers of Balmaceda’s 
Government Are Being Persecuted. 
N [SPECIAL CABLE. ! 

Vatparaiso, Chile, Oct. 10.—The Junta and 
political cireles are greatly exercised over the 
comments which are appearing in the news- 
papers of the Argentine Republic in regard 
to the treatment of the officers of Balmace- 
da’s government who have fallen into 
the power of the present authorities. 
The editoriala.condemn the action of the 
Junta in persecuting, as they term it, Balma- 
ceda’s supporters by imprisonment. Such 
action, the newspapers declare, is unworthy 
of a civilized nation. They add that the 
proper course for the victors .to pursue 
is one of forbearance, as that is the only 
thing that will benefit the republic in the fut- 
ure. The attitude of the Junta toward the 
American Legation is now so conciliatory 
that the presence of the San Francisco in 
Chilean waters is no longer deemed necessary. 
Capt. Schiey of the Baltimore has 80 
informed Admiral Brown. It is learned 
on reliable authority that the name of 
Augustin Edwards has been presented as a 
candidate for the Presidency with the assur- 
ance that he will be elected. He is a strong 
man politically, although not credited with 
brilliant qualities of statesmanship. His 
candidature would probably be tried to settle 
all political differences.

Maj. Harrigan, the St. Louis Chief of Police, 
Opens a War on Professionals, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 10,—[Special, }—In the 
language of the spert the gamblers are “ in 
the soup, and Chief Harrigan holds the la- 
dle.

WOMEN PRACTICE VOTING 


THEY EXPERIMENT WITH THE AUS- 
TRALIAN SYSTEM SUCCESSFULLY. 


4 Majority Vote in Favor of Keeping the 

World's Fair Open Sunday—All ot Them 

Apparently Well Posted on the Terms 

of the Law—Descriptién of the Scenes 

at the Polils—Names of Those Who Acted 

as Instructors—Methods Pursued by the 
Judges, 

Phoebe Couzins was elevated to the dignity 
of a judge yesterday. She officiuted as one of 
the judges at the voting school for women at 
the corner of Fifth avenue and Calhoun place. 
Her associates were Mrs. Elizabeth Loomis 
and Mrs. L. R. Wardner. The clerks were 
Dr. Frances Dickinson and Miss Brady. 

The polls closed at 6 o’clock and the judges 
and clerks at once set to work counting the 
ballots. In the box for women they found 101 
ballots and in the box for men 51. There were 
two defective or irregular ballots amoug those 
cast by the women and ten cast by the men. 
A majority of the women were in favor of 
keeping the World’s Fair open Sunday, there 
being 85 who voted “yes” and 19 “no.” 
Most of those voting No“ were prohibition- 
ists. 

There were ninety-seven women who voted 
in favor of allowing women to vote at school 
elections and one “no.” On this question 
thirty-four men voted “yes” and seventeen 
“no.” Among the ballots cast by women 
there were eleven straight Democratic votes, 
nineteen Kepublican, eight Prohibition, and 
three United Labor. 

James G. Blaine received forty-two votes, 
Grover Cleveland -thirty-eight, L. C. Pinter 
(Prohibitionist) fourteen, and Ignatius Don- 
nelly (United Labor) eight. Carter H. Harri- 
son received twenty%ix votes for Drainage 
Trustee, DeWitt C. Cregier eighteen, John A. 
Roche thirty-nine, Monroe Heath thirty-four, 
Samuel W. Allerton nineteen, and C. B. Far- 
well fourteen. 

Potter Palmer and John M. Smyth as can- 
didates for President of the County Board 
each received 35 votes. E. G. Keith, who was 
one of the Republican candidates for County 
Commissioner, ran away ahead. He received 
49 votes, the largest vote of any man vcted 
for. Ferd W. Peck received 46 votes on the 
same ticket, R. T. Crane 43, John B. Sher- 
man 41, John M. Smyth 40, George E. Adams 
89, O. W. Potter 38, George Schneider 385, 
Eugene Cary 36, and Matt Beuner 34. W. F. 
Singleton on the Prohibition ticket received 
85 votes for Commissioner, and Potter Palmer 
on the Democratic 38. 

How the School Was Conducted. 
The school was conducted under the auspi- 


‘ces of the IIlinois Women's Association, but 


great interest was manifested by those repre- 
senting other woman's organizations. The 
Woman's Christian. Temperance Union was 
represented, as were also the Woman’s club, 
the American Protective Association, the 
Woman’s Protective Alliance, the Woman’s 
club of Evanston, the Illinois Woman’s Press 
Association, and the Queen Isabella Associa- 
tion. 

Women from all these organizations were 
on hand, and the alacrity with which they 
prepared their ballots was simply astonishing. 
There was hardly a woman deposited a ballot 
who was not familiar with the new election 
law from A to Z. They kues it all, and they 
went through the ceremony with as much 
grace as when pouring the tea at home or 
figuring out the geometrical proportions of a 
pie made for five cuts. 

The school was under the supervision of a 
committee composed of Dr. Frances Dickin- 
son, Mrs. Loomis, and Mrs. Caroline Huling. 
There were others present who were also on 
hand to give instructions when it was neces- 
sary. Among these were Mrs. Elizabeth Boy- 
ington Harbert, Mrs. Gertrude M. Singleton, 
Mrs. Celia Parker Woolley, and Mrs. R. C. 
Clowry. 

There were six or seven booths all in a row, 
and in front of thuse were the tables of the 
judges and clerks. A great stock of tickets 
were piled upon the judges’ table and each 
applicant for knowledge regarding the Aus- 
tralian system of voting on picking upa 
ticket invariably scanned it over and then 
commented as to who she would vote for. 

Little Instruction Needed. 

There was scarcely a woman who needed 
any instruction as to how to make a ballot, 
but there was always considerable ado about 
a pencil with which to do the marking. It 
was seldom a woman voted a straight ticket, 
and there seemed to be a less number of 
straight Prohibitionists than any other class. 

The usual remarks after gli at the 
ticket were: . 

“Well, I'll vote for So-and-so. He is a 
nice man and I'll make a mark in front of his 
name.“ 

O. there is Mr. Rrown. I know him well. 
I did not know he was running. I'll vote for 
him. I hope be will be elected, don’t you?” 
addressing one of the judges. 

About this time one of the women acting as 
a judge would suggest that the woman retire 
to a booth. Then the fair elector would 


push back the curtam to the 
booth as daintly «as she would a 
portière in a richly furnished 


salon. She would hardly be absent a minute, 
when she would return with her ballot all 
properly folded ready for the box. She would 
hand it to one of the judges, who would take 
it and remark: 

On election day the judges are not allowed 
to look at your ballot, but I'll open it this 
time just to see if you have marked it in ac- 
cordance with the law.“ 

As these remarks were being made the bal- 
lot was being unfolded. Then the judge would 
say: 

“ Yes, yours is all right, See, I refold it 
and place it in the box.” 

Then the elector would have a little sociable 
with the judges and give way to some one else. 
There was generally quite a little crowd 
around the judges discussing the features of 
the law. Each woman before voting was 
registered. 

The first woman who voted was the mother 
of thirteen children, and there was another 
who voted later who was the motherof eleven. 
One woman left her glasses at home and could 
not vote. Few unmarried women called. 
During the day six young women teachers 
from the North Division High School came 
together and took instructions as a class, but 
only @ few of the teachers availed themselves 
of the opportunity. 

During the day there were about 150 women 
voted and fifty men. A separate box was kept 
for the men. 

A mass-meeting of the women voters of 
Grand Crossing, Brookline, and Park Manor 
will be held Wednesday evening at the W. C. 
T. U. rooms on Seventy-fifth street. There 
will be addresses, and instruction will be given 
in voting.

WOULD LICENSE THE LOTTERY COMPANY. 


Herbert W. Hopkins of New Ofleans Says 
Louisana Needs Money. 

New York, Oct. 10.— [Special. I do not 
think there is much doubt of the lottery 
amendment being adopted by a large major- 
ity, said Herbert W. Hopkins of New Or- 
leans, at the St. James’ Hotel today. The 
$1,250,000 a year that would come into the 
treasury of the State, as an incume from the 
lottery, is badly needed. Every cent of it is 
wanted to keep up our schools and the charit- 
able institutions, as well as the levees. The 
people of Louisiana are beginning to think 
that the lottery is not such an awful evil as it 
has been painted, and especially as it was 
found on investigation thut not ten per cent 
of the buyers of lottery tickets came from 
Louisiana. Our people are not hurt by the 
lottery and the million and a quarter we 
would get from it would be a wonderful aid 
to the State. If we also dished the lottery, 
people will gamble, and it would only open 
the way for the Mexican, Imperial, Bremen 
and other foreign lotteries. They would have 
a clear cast. I am in favor of taxing such 
institutions as gambling to the very last 
cent.“ 


MELBOURNE STILL AT WORK. 


The Australian to Close a Contract for 
Next Season’s Crop Rains. 

Tormxa, Kas., Oct. 10.—[{Special.]—A dis- 
patch from Goodland says that Melbourne be- 
ganexperimenting today at noon on his own 
account. A new committee of citizens was 
appointed, and before the rainmaker leaves 
there he will be given the money prom- 
ised him at first in event that his ex- 
periments were successful, Melbourne’s 
proposition to makecrop rains next season 
has been enthusiastically received by the peo- 
ple of this section of the State, and the third 
series of experiments was begun for the pur- 
pose of giving additidnal proof of the Au- 
stralian’s ability to make rain.

Melbourne 
will probably amend his proposition to make 
crop rains at 10 cents per acre under cultiva- 
tion, and fix upon a certain um. The com- 
mittee with whom he has consulted will insist 
npon this. 


HOMES FOR RUSSIAN JEWS, 


President Hill of the Great Northern Rall- 
round in the Role of Phil«nthropist, 

Sr. Paun, Minn., Oct. 10.—Fifty families of 
the exiled Russian Jews will shortly be estab- 
lished in homes at Mille Lacs, on the Great 
Northern railroad. President James Hill of 
the road has just had completed fifty houses 
of a new and comfortable appearance, which, 
on behalf of the company, he has presented 
to the committee in this city having charge of 
the Baron Hirsch fund. The refugees will be 
furnished gratis during the winter with all the 
necessaries of life, the road agreeing to fur- 
nish coal and wood in abundance, It is pro- 
posed to sell the ground to the people, who 
will be aided in the purchase by the Hirsch 
fund.

Property. , 
Santa Fz, N. M, Oct. 10.—A deal was con- 
summated here today whereby R. C. Kerens 
of St. Louis, S. B. Elkins of West Virginia, 
aud several millionaire coal barons who. con- 
trol the principal dal properties of Missouri 
and Kansas secured control of the Cerrillos 
Coal and Iron company and elected F. W. 
Risque of St. Louis Superintendent. The prop- 
erty of the company consists of 20,000 acres of 
land twenty miles south of this city, which are 
seamed with coal, iron, silver, lead, and 
other general deposits.

SOME OF ENGLAND’S TITLED LADIES. 


An Interesting List of Noted Dames with 
Shady Reputations. 

Marquise de Fontenoy in the New York 

Recorder: What a long list could be drawn 

up of the English ladies of title, some of them 


still married and others divorced, who for one 


reason or another have incurred the ill-will 


of London society, and have in consequence 


been ostracised. Some time ago I referred in 


these columns to the cases af the Duchess of 


Sutherland, of Lady Colin Campbell, and 
Lady Beaumont. I should certainly have in- 
cluded 1n the list the Countess of Shrewsbury 
and Talbot, the wife of the Premier Earl of 
England. She is a handsome woman who has 
become accustomed to the invidious position 
which she occupies. For neither in town nor 
in the country is she visited by any woman in 


standing. 

She was formerly the wife of Mr. Mundy, 
from whom she eloped with young Lord 
Shrewsbury. a man several years her junior, 
and whose sole 2 in public up to that 
time had been as defendant in a police court 
case. After being soundly horsewhipped by 
the deserted husband the rome Eari traveled 
with his mamorita all over the continent 
under an assumed name. On becoming tired 
of journeying by land he chartered a yacht, on 
which he cruisea about in the Mediterranean 
with Mrs. Mundy and her grown-up brothers, 
sorely tothe embarrassment of the British 
Consuls at the porta visited by this queerly as- 
sorted party. 

Having ventured to run over to England 
alone for a few days the Earl encountered 
Mrs. Mundy’s mother at a railway station and 
was publicly chastised by the trate old lady 


with a ponderous umbrella. The divorce de- 


cree nisi was made absolute, and her marriage 
to Lord Shrewsbury took place only a couple 
of weeks previous to the birth of the present 
heir to the earldom. 

The Countess is a woman of almost as vio- 
lent temper as her mother, a trait of which her 
husband is aware to his cost. She bears her 
social ostracism with considerable equanim- 
ity, and her husband’s wealth enables her to 
find many amusements and pastimes which 
serve to gild the otherwise bitter pill of being 
debarred from the privileges ordinarily be- 
longing to her rank. A woman of excellent 
birth, of refinement and education, she surely 
cannot remain indifferent to the fact that she 
is treated by society, both in town and in the 
country, precisely as if she was of the same 
cheracter as the 1 of Ailesbury, née 
Dolly Tester; the Countess of Clancarty, née 
Belle Bilton, or the Countess of Grafton, née 
Kate Cook, who was once one of the most 
notorious and disreputable demi-mbdndaines 
in London, and who will, on the death of her 
husband’s father, become the Duchess of 
Grafton.

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ANNUAL SESSION OF THE NATIONAL 
PRISON REFORM ASSOCIATION, 
Ex-President Hayes Talks About Crimi- 
nals—The Young Corrupted by Associa- 
tion With Proféssionals in Jalls and 
Houses of Detention—The Remedy’ Is 
Separate or Solitary Confinement—The 

Duty of Society to the Criminal. 


Prrrepure, Pa., Oct. 10.— The twenty-first 
annual congress of the National Prison Asso- 
ciation opened this evening at Carnegie Hall, 
Allegheny. At£o’clock the handsome music 
hall was completely filled with the members 
of the association, their friends, and those in- 
terested in prison work. The delegates to the 
congress numbered about 250. After an or- 
gan prelude by City Organist Eckert, Henry 
M. Warner, Chairman of the Recep- 
tion committee, introduced Bishop White- 
head, who delivered the opening prayer. 
Mr. Warner then announced that Gov. Patti- 
son, who was to receive the delegates on be- 
half of the State, had been unavoidably de- 
tained by other business, but that he would 
be ably represented by Adjutant-General Mo- 
Ciclland. In the course of his remarks Gen. 
McClelland said: It isa matter of regret to 
me that Gov. Pattison is not here this even- 
ing to extend to you an official greeting. I 
know how greatly interested he is in your 
work and also that it was his desire 
to be with you tonight, but much to 
his regret he was compelled to go else- 
where in the dischargé of other important du- 
ties. At his request I am here to proffer you 
a welcome to Pefinsylvania. Your associa- 
tion is constituted by the voluntary assem- 
blage of a large-hearted, unselfish body of 
Americans. The country at large is the bet- 
ter that your association was organized, the 
object being a most worthy one. I 
cannot but congratulate you upon the 
evidence of the permanency of your 
organization, and also that it 
of full age within the borders of Pennsyl- 
vania, a State where so much has been aone 
and is being done to lessen the evils resulting 
from prison confinement. That your stay 
may be pleasant your deliberations for 
the best for those in whom you are interested 
is, I assure you, the sincere wish of the people 
of Pennsylvania. In conclusion, as request- 
ed, I extend to you one and all the most cor- 
dial welcome to Penusylvania.“ 

When Gen. McClelland finished Mr. Warner 
introduced Mayor McGourley, who welcomed 
the delegates in behalf of the people of Pitts- 
burg and Allegheny. 

Ex-Presideat Hayes’ Address. 

The President of the association, ex-Presi- 
dent Rutherford B. Hayes, was then intro- 
duced, and delivered his annual address as fol- 


lows: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: Although the phrase 
prison reform and the general facts and argu- 
ments relating to it are well understood. 
need for more know + more investigation. 
more discussion—to the end that there may be a 
wider ana deeper interrst, and especially more 
practical and solid work on this important 
question—does not grow less. The benefi- 
cent influence of local, 
cieties upon prisons and prison discipline and 
management are plainly Visible in Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts. New York, Maryland. avd other 
States, but, after all, it is safe to say that a large 
majority of the prisoners accused or convicted 
of crime in the United States are dealt with in 
defiance of just and wise principles in these four 
vital particulars: 

First—The young ana thoughtless, the beginners 
in lgw-breaking, and the accidental criminals 
suspected of guilt, are arrested and lodged in city 
prisons or county jails, and there detained for 
trial, huddled together with old and hardened 
offenders, to be educated and trained in the whole 
art and mystery of criminal life. 

Second—Professional criminals are sentenced 
for short terms, according to the supposed enor- 
mity of their respective crimes, and at the ead of 
their terms are sent forth to prey again upon so- 
ciety and to tempt and to instruct others who 
lead lives of infamy andof hostility to the wel- 
fare of the public. 

Third—Prisoners are discharged at the end of 
their terms under such circumstances that 
chances are that ex-convicts, with all the world 
against them, will be compelled to make a Living 
by a return to their old ways, and be confirmed in 
3 to the well*being and good order of 
society. 

Fourth—Onur prisons in many, if not most, cases 
are under wardens and other prison officers who 
hold their places as political appointments. liable 
to be removed without regard to-qualifications or 
pg on merely partisan considerations. 

four pregnant facts, even if no other 

causes were in operation. would sufficiently ex- 
lain the increase of crime in the United States. 
f the jails and lock-ups in our country—four or 
five thousand in num are in truth, as they 
have been often aptly termed in most cases, com- 
pulsory schools of crin.e, maintained at the public 
expense, we shall have from this quarter alone an 
accession to the criminal classes in each dec- 
ade of perhaps 40,000 trained experts ia crime. 
Surely 4lmost any change in dealing with the 
young, with the beginners in law-breaking, would 
an improvement on the prevailing system. 
Jails and prisons so constructed and managed as 
to keep separate their inmates, such as are found 
in several States, and in Europe, would afford an 
adequate remedy for the evil. Until this 
can be done it would be far better to cut down 
largely the number of arrests and committals of 
the young. The case of professional criminals 
has been largely discussed and is well understood 
by prison officers ond Sage who are speciaily in- 
terested in prison r t it aces not attract 
the attentior of ‘ths general public nor 
of lawmakers.

he professional criminal belongs prison, 
where he should kept at work earning 
an honest living. How long should he be kept 
there? The answer is plain—until heis cured of 
his criminal habits, if it keeps him a convict 
until the end of his life. To the unreflect all 
this may seem hard, stated bluntly as I have 
given it. But this is clearly one of the 
cases in which the way of the tran 
sor, if now safe and pleasant, should in 
the interest of society be made hard.“ There is 
ample scope for the indulgence of humane feeling

A good warden 
with ample power will make a better prison, even 
under a bad system, than a poor warden un- 
der the best system. The spoils doctrine is

His at- 
tempt at self-destruction followed close upon 
his loss of 40,000,000 francs on the London 
market. The attempt was a failure, and in 
that respect resembled his speculation. His 
was not the first affair of the kind in the 
Rothschild family. Baron James de Roths- 
child, crazed by ill luck, some time ago blew 
out his brains in the presence of his mother. 

Only last May Lord James Edward Shelto 
Douglass, brother of the Marquis of Queens- 
berry, committed suicide by cutting his throat 
with a razor. He had been traveling from 
Ireland during the night and behaved in such 
a strange manner that the railroad officials 
ordered one of their employés to accompany 
him to London. 

Upon arrival in that city Lord Douglass 
put up at a hotel, and when the attendaat 
was not lookimg he cut his throat. The 
tragic death of Lady Brassey, who plunged 
into the sea from her yacht while suffering 
from fever, will be long remembered. She 
was one of the most ambitious of women and 
remarkably talented. When she jumped over- 
board last year her husband dived after her, 
and it was with some difficulty that he was 
rescued from sharing her fate. 

Suicides are common among defaulters as 
preferable to facing the charge of dishonor 
and trying to live down the record. Pali 
ticians smarting under the sense of defeat 
have ended all with a bullet.

Although Investors Are Not Inclined to 
Buy They Have No Nesire to Sell—Bears 
Baffied in an Attempt to Break the 
Market—Gold Kolling Iu from Europe 
at the Rate of $1,000,000a Day—A “Bull” 
Explanation of the Wall Street Situa- 
tion. ; f 

New York, Oct. 10.—[ Special.] The volume 
of dealings in stocks has continued to awindle 
steadily and is now down to a pretty fine 
p@int. For the last three weeks the decrease in 
the aggregate of transactions has been in the 
ratio of 34, W. 16, and of the 1,698,895 shares 
dealt in last week no less than 1,213,797 are 
represented by twelve active stocks. 

Thus the market has grown not only duller 
but narrower. The fact that three-fourths of 
all the dealings was confined to a dozen stocks 
shows how much of current business is made 
upof the mere tennis play of professional 
traders tossing a hundred or thousand shares 
to and fro a dozen times a day. 

The situation seems to be just this: The 
public, shocked by Jay Gould’s. crash in Mis- 
souri Pacific, nas been holding off and await- 
ing developments. Bnt while people do not 
seein disposed to buy more they are evidently 
not, inclined to sell those they already hold, 
for all the efforts of the traders during the 
last week to break the market have failed. 
By persistent poundmg they have got the 
prices of active stocks only a little lower than 
they were ou the bulge on which market 
closed a week ago, and in doing this they have 
failed to shake out long stocks and have ma- 
terially increased the short interest. Mean- 
while the public stanas off and watches the 
struggle.

their long stocks proceeded to put out a short 


line in the hope of covering at a profit and 
getting back at lower prices the stocks they 
had sold. They have been trying to force the 
pools in Atchison, Burlington, and Rock Is!- 
and to liquidate, but nothwithstanding the 
exceptional preceding rise in these properties 


the bears have been unable to carry their 


point. Among less active issues there have 
been fairly sharp fluctuations, the net result 
being about as many gains as losses. 

In view of the glorious results of the har- 
vest and of the healthy condition of trade, 
and of gold rolling in from Europe at the rate 
of a million dollars a day, the Western de- 
mand for currency fully supplied, and in time 
money getting easier all the time, it is certain 
that in the long run the bulls. must win. A 
well-known stock commission house which 
has for.a long time favored the ball side of 
the market yesterday received over its special 
wire from Chicago the following query from

Will you kindly tell me, with stocks up twenty 
to twenty-five points from the level of low prices, 
and with good bonds unsalable, what there is in 
the market to indicate the bullishness? 

A running reply was immediately sent back, 
and as it cleverly presents the bull“ conten- 
tion it is worth producing here.

DOCTORS GREATLY PUZZLED. 


Reacroft Nearly Killed by Locks of His 
Two Wives’ Hair. 

Los Angeles Herald: Several weeks ago 
a harnessmaker named Reacroft, who 
lived at Compton, was taken sick. His 
ease baffled the skill of attending physi- 
cians. Up to a few days ago Reacroft 
suffered intensely from an apparent obstruc- 
tion ot the intestines. It was then decided 
that an operation would have to be performed 
in order to save the man’s life, and K. D. 
Wise was called in. The operation tonsisted 
in cuttmg open the abdominal cavity and 
searching for the cause of the obstruction. 
The result of the operation was that the doc- 
tors made a discovery which is, as far as 
known, withuut a parallel in the history of 
operations in this or any other country. 

After finding the obstruction it should be 
stated that its removal could only be brought 
about by slitting open the intestine. The doc- 
tors repost that the substance inside fel‘. very 
hard. The intestine was opened, the 
medical attendants were astonished to find 
a large mass of woman’s hair. The foreign 
body was removed and the wound in the in- 
testine carefull y sewed together. The patient 
rallied thoroughly and seemed for the time to 
recover trom the effects of the operation, but 
although alive itis hardly ex that he 
will recover, as it was found that six feet of 
intestines were just verging on ga ne on

The amount of moneys paid to Wil- 
son iu his capacity of. receiver will not be 
ascertained until the parties interested appear 
in court and show their receipts. However, 
there will be no loss in the receiverships, as 
Wilson’s bonds are apparently sound. 

The betrayal of his friends on the bonds 
and the treachery to the court and the bar are 
not Wilson’s worst offenses. His blackest 
crime is the desertion of a dying wife. This 
desertion practically occurred six months ago 
and since that time he has conducted a secon 
establishment, of which a pretty woman 
and a fast horse were the prominent 
features.

N. May, ex-Senator Farwell, Franklin Mac- 
Veagh, Charies L. Hutchinson, R. A. Keys, 
Lambert Tree, George S. Willits, and Potter 
Palmer. 

The purpose of the meeting is to agree upon 
some definite course to pursue and agree upon 
a plan of action. Commissioner Aldrich is 
willing to do his share and is anxious to do 
everything in his power to put the proposed 
improvement through. Gen. William Sooy 
Smith and Samuel Artingstall, two well- 
known engineers, have figured on the cost of 
the improvement and it is understood will be 
present at the meeting and present their calcu- 
lations to those present. 

Commissiouer Aldrich has had maps and 
drawings prepared which give a correct idea 
of the subway when completed, as well tne — 
course under the river.

Figures for the Mouth of September Sub- 
mitted to the Board of Directors. 

The Board of Directors of the Public Library 
held its regular semi-monthly meeting at the 
board rooms yesterday.

THAT PELICAN-DIAMOND STORY. 


Local Jewelers Discredit It—Police Not 
Looking for the ANeged Smuggler. 

The New York story about the smuggling 
into that city of $380,000 worth of diamonds by 
a Mrs. Yancy,a pelican—a bird, not Mrs. 
Yancy—and a boy is not credited by diamond 
merchants in this city. They think it wa 
„fake.“ So do the City Hall detectives. 
Capt. Lioyd says the detective 3 
here has received no word from Inspector 
Byrnes nor any one else to be on the lookout 
for the alleged ey ng and her pelican. 

The story is that Mrs. Yancy was employed 
by a jewelry firm in Maiden Lane, New York, 
and one in Chicago to smuggle diamonds 
from Europe. A few days ago she arrived on 
a French steamer with a Chinese boy and a 
pelican. In the pouch of ‘the latter diamonds 
valued at $30,000 were coticealed, and although 
the bird looked as if it had a distressing case 
of mumps the customs officials, not being 
ornithological * let him pass without 
examination. Mrs. Yancy and her * 
and Mongolian got into & carriage and disap- 
peared, instead of reporting with the jewels 
to the firm in Maiden Lane, and now that 
house and ite Chicago partner are grieving 
over their loss. Inspector Byrnes was in- 
formed of the matter, but Widow Yancy and 
the pelican cannot be found.

„ jewelers, said there were few jobbers 
here who imported diamonds. It would not 
pay the local trade, as all purchases of dia- 
monds in Europe would have to be made for 
cash and in large quantities to secure ad van- 
8 prices. ., 

ouly importers of diamonds in this cit 
are Juergens & Pog pm res. C. H. Knights 
Co., and Stein & Ellbogen. Each of these 
firms doubted the tale of smuggling. No 
reputable house could afford to engage in 
work of that kind, and, besides, if any of them 
were disposed to take the risks it would be 
folly from a commercial standpoint. The 
duty on diamonds is only 10 per cent, and 
that percentage is too small to justify even a 
house dis to be dishonest and dodge the 
law to make the venture. Then it is doubtful 
if any house in the West ever makes at any 
one time so large an invoice of diamonds. 

The general opinion of jobbers in diamonds 
and jewelry is that if the story is nota pure 
fabrication the smuggling was done at the in- 
stance of some pawnbroker or combination of 
pawnbrokers.

„What can be Line to * the trans- 
portation and terminal facilities of lines run- 
ning up to the World's Fair?” 

That was the subject of discussion before an 
important meeting of the World's Fair Com- 
mittee on transportation, held yesterday at 
headquarters. Representatives from the Ili- 
nois Central and the South Side Street rail- 
way were present to hear the urgent demands 
of the World’s Fair officials. President Stuy- 
vesant Fish, Vice-Presidents. Harahan and 
Welling, and Engineer Wallace. represented 

George Wheel- 
er represented the street railway; Com- 
missioner. Aldrich and City Engineer Clark 
represented the City of Chicago, while the 
Fair was represented by President W.T. Baker 
and Directors M. M.Kirkman, George W. Saul, 
and Messrs. Harris and Ripley of the Commit- 
tee on Transportation, besides Directors E. F. 
Lawrence, Robert A. Wallern, and W. P. 
Ketcham, 

All agreed that facilities for transportation 
thus far provided were not nearly adequate 
for the great demands that will be made when 
the Fair opens. The Illinois Central people 
stated that the present suburban traffic texed 
the road to its utmost, while President Wheeler 
said that the utmost carrying facilities of the 
State street and Cottage Grove avenue lines 
were taxed to their limit when 360,000 peo- 
ple were carried over those lines July 4 last. 

President Baker outlined a scheme which 


he thought would solve the question. He want- 


ed the Illinois Central railroad to elevate 
its tracks seven feet above the pres- 
ent level between Forty-ééventh street 
and the south limit of oh the Fair grounds. At 
the sa time all the ets crossing 
tracks should be depressed five feet, so as to 
run under the railroad. In addition, the State 
street line of the street railway should make 
a loop running east over the ‘pedeons line on 
Sixty-third street and undef the raised Illinois 
Centrel tracks into the Fair grounds, thence 
northward to Sixty-first street and west over

Warner Miller on New York Politics. 


Warner Miller, who has been studying the 
canal system of Holland and the waterway 
the German Government is constructing at 
Kiel, arrived in Paris Monday from Berlin, 
and started today for London. He sails for 
New York next week. He is in haste to take 
part in the State compaign. He said tuday: 

“The Republican ticket is admirable from 
top to bottom, and should be elected.

They see our miserable pave- 
ments and our filthy. streets, contrast them 
with the streets of London, Paris, and Berlin, 
and naturally conclude that if such deplorable 
results are peculiar to republican institutions 
monarchical forms are preferable. There is 
no reason why the streets of New York should 
not be kept clean if the money for this pur- 
pose is not wasted on Tammany heelers, but 
this is done and the wigwam leaders dare not 
ask for an additional sum. To cleanse the 
city. property the system must be broken up 
and tke Republicein victory this fall will goa 
long way toward it.

To Bring the Churches Together. 


In the midst of the political hurly-burly 
which is just now agitating England and Ire- 
land and the defiant struggle of the Anglican 
church to maintain its official grip on the 

urses of the people and the dignities of secu- 

ar offlee and the warlike menaces and move- 
ments in the East, it is extremely gratifying 
to find the non-comformist religious bodies of 
this country doing their utmost to achieve 
unity in action and in spirit, and to definitely 
wipe out the mutual jealously which has at times 
impaired the entire usefulness of the several 
denominations as Christian workers. The 
Baptist Congress is distinguished by the dis- 
play of a thoroughly-developed spirit in favor 
of the union of churches. Dr. Mackennal, 
the leader of the Congregationalists, in a 
speech to the Baptist Union declared if the 
Baptists du not speedily amalgamate with the 
Congregationalists the fusion of the Congre- 

ationalists and the Presbyteriaas will cone 

rst, and this remark about expresses the pre- 
vallingsentiment of homogeneous Christianity 
which pervades the people. A letter from 
Mr. ladstone is about to be pub- 
lished, in which the veteran advocate 
of religious equality and union expresses his 
approval of the present plan for the reunion 
of the Christian bodies so far as it is possible 
to effect this without jeopardizing important 
interests, unless, for example, where great 
institutions may be compromised. Several 
classes, as Presbyterians, Congregationalists, 
and Baptists, says Mr. Gladstone, could unite 
readily and without any essential change in 
their methods and communion; but Method- 
ism, he thinks, would be hard to bring in, as 
it has a special field of its own.’ which differs 
rather materially from the other denoinina- 
tions. : 

The Church.Congress at Rhyl has affirmed 
the determination of the whole English 
Church to rally to the defense of the Welsh 
body against the project of disestablishment 
which Mr. Gladstone and the Liberals are to 
earry forward in Parliament. It is rarely 
that both the Archbishops of England are 
found in the same congress, as isthe case 
now, and this alone is an evidence of the im- 
portance which is attached to the main sub- 
ject under discussion. The prominence into 
which this question has been pushed, and the 
final decision of the prelates of Canterbury 
and York to be present, has redeemed what 
promised to be a tame session. Its practical 
results may be small, but its interest to 
churchmen is considerable. The Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the Rev. Edward White Ben- 
son, D. D., in his address said: 

J came from the chair at St. Augustine to 
tell you that by the benediciion of God we 
will not quietly see you disinherited.”’ 

Other prelates spoke in the same strain of 
vigorous assurance to the representatives of 
the establishment in Wales, and the burden of 
every speech was that the English and Welsh 
Church establishments will stand or fall to- 
gether. In view of past events this is not ex- 
actly practical talk, for the growth of liberal 
sentiment everywhere and the shining exam- 
ple of American separation of Church and 
State must eventually sweep all antiquated 
ideas before them. ~~ 


Plans of an American Company Changed. 


The directors of the New Jersey Iron ana 
Steel Works, limited, which was to have been 
bought out today, decided to ag os the 
affair till the end of this month. John W. 
Mackay, Senator Jones, and Gen. Dodge have 
each subscribed for a $100,000 share of the 
capital, Messrs. H. K. Thurber, Frederick 
Slade, Watts Cook, and Ira Taylor for $50,- 
000 each. Owing to heavy losses which under- 
writers have tncurred during the last twelve 
months, through the failure of the public 
to respond tothe various schemes offered, this 
company has increased its terms of under- 
writing to 15 per cent, and on founder’s 
share at par foreach £400 worth of shares 
underwritten. Thus far the underwriting has 
progressed favorably and there is no doubt 
of the entire capital being underwritten. 

Company promoters feel jubilant because 
no joint company has been wound up by order 
of the courts for five weeks. It is computed 
that at least 400 companies have been regis- 
tered during the last six months which are to 
be brought out before Christmas. One half of 
them atleast are schemes emanating from 
the United States.

CROWN AND GOLD GONE. 


EX-KING MILAN OF SERVIA RUNNING 
b DOWN AT THE HEEL. 


About to Place a Mortgage bn His Remain- 
ing Estates for More Money to Use at 
the Gambling Table—Doings of the 
Americans in Paris—Nobility from En- 
giand and Spain About to Visit the 
United States—Theatrical and Personal 
Gossip by Cable. 


Lonpon, Oct. 10.—The day is not far distant 
when Europe may see a down-at-heel King as 
a common gambler, a bookmaker, or perhaps 
a director of public companies. 

King Milan is now turning into cash his 
only remaiting asset. He has made an ar- 
rangement with the Russian Volga Kama 
Bank by which be is to receive 3,000,000 
francs at 3 per cent interest and 14 per cent 
additional for a sinking fund. Tue King’s 
share in the property of the royal family is to 
be mortgaged as security for the debt. This 
property consists of the Grand Hotel and the 
Hotel Kragujevuta in Belgrade, a row of 
houses on the Save embankment, fishery 
rights on the Servian shore near the iron 
gates of the palace in Kragujevata, another 
palace and landed estate at Milan, several 
villas and vineyards in Semendria, all of 
which combined would not seli for 1,000,000 
francs. The question is why a Russian bank 
should advance three millions at a specially 
low tate of interest. It is believed that the 
King is really abcut to receive a Russian sub- 
sidy for services of a political nature yet to be 
rendered by him. Another mystery is how 
King Milan has disposed of the large fortune 
amounting to several million ducats inherited 
from Prince Michael. This fortune was un- 
touched when the regency handed over the 
government to Milan in 1871, but it has on- 
tirely disappeared. Some years ago the King 
raised several million francs on the Russian 
estate of Queen Natalie. These vanished, as 
well as the dowry of a million which the 
Queen brought to him in marriage. A few 
months ago he received a million ot francs 
from the Servian Treasury as commutation 
for his share in the civil list. This has gone 
like the rest. The present Russian loan is the 
King’s last resort, and when that is gone no 
one can tell what will beeome of him.

The avenues of diplomacy 
are also being employed pretty vigorously, 
and it is understood Lord Salisbury has in 
structed the British Ambassador at 
St. Petersburg to inform the Rus- 
sian Government that the part of 
Pamir which the Russian military 
authorities in Central Asia have been pros- 
pecting is Afghan territory and is under the 
protection of Great Britain, and to intimate 
to the Czar’s Ministers that it is quite impos- 
sible to refer this subject to arbitration or 
even to discuss in any manner the validity of 
the frontier line, which is already fixed and 
fully understood. In the meantime the in- 
dian Government is taking the practical meas- 
ure of sending advance military posts up into 
the Hindoo-Koosh region, and, by deed as well 
‘as word, warning Russia off the ground of 
Afghanistan. 


Failed to Cleanse Cattle Apartments, 


At the Bootle Police Court today Messrs. 
Ismay, Imrie & Co. were summoned under 
the Contagious Diseases of Animals act for 
heglecting to cleanse and disinfect the White 
Star steamer Nomadic, engaged in carrying 
cattle. The evidence showed that Sept. 28 the 
Nomadic was lying at the Alexandria dock 
and cattle which had been carried on the 
upper and between decks had been put ashore 
at Woodsack. Two days later the Nomadic 
was inspected by the Inspector of Nuisances 
and it was found that portions of the vessel 
had undergone no cleansing while other por- 
tions were imperfectly clean, yet notwith- 
standing this a general cargo was being taken 
on board. The counsel for the government 
stated that the White Star company was the 
only firm of shipowners in Liverpool who de- 
clined to carry out the provisions of the law 
looking toward the cleanliness of the ships 
leaving port. Evidence for the defense was 
heard and the bench fined the defendants £5 
and costs. 

Electric Light for Catching Poachers. 


The electric light has just had a new and 
valuable application of the advantages to be 
derived from it. There is an estate near 
Bournemouth where for a long time past 
poachers have been making serious depreda- 
tions. It was, therefore, determined to have 
a strong search light turned on from Hurst 
Castle, some three miles off, and by its aid the 
poachers were surprised at their work. Re-

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TWO GREAT MENS DEEDS 


SOME OF THE THINGS. ACCOMPLISHED | 


BY SMITH AND PARNELL. 


The Government Leader's Death Due to 
Hard Work in the House of Commons— 
Many Disagreeable Features of the 
Post He Ably Filled—Conduct of Par- 
nell On and Off Duty-stories Concern- 
ing the Distinguished Dead Told by a 
Member of Parliament.

Loxbpox, Oct. 10.— The death of William 
Henry Smith seems to have taken the public 
by surprisc, but those who knew him must 
have been aware that the wear aud tear of the 
last five years had made serious inroads upon 
his constitution, The last time I saw him was 
on the day the German Emperor ¢ame to the 
city. His appearance then could not fail 
to have excited the greatest misgivings. He 
had what the doctors call a bad color. His 
face was entirely bloodless and overspread by 
a cadaverous hue. He was not able to stand 
up long in Guild Hall, and when the ceremony 
was over he returned to his hobse utterly 
broken down. That was the last official func- 
tion in which he was destined to take part. 
The House of Commons killed Smith, as it has 
killed many another man of smailer impor- 
tance in recent years, The newspapers and 
public do not reahze how much heavier the 
strain has became than it was in tne former 
times of conventions. Understandmgs and 
agreements were arrived at through the usual 
channels, Nothing holds godd nowadays. 

In Lord Palmerston’s time the leader of 
the House never dreamed of being always on 
the premises. He could go home two or three 
hours for his dinner with perfect safety, Ex- 
cept on occasions of important debates he 
could absent himself for the greater part of a 
sitting, leaving the business in the hands of a 
subordinate. But now the moment the leader 
is missing there is a hue-and-cry set up for 
him. Send for Smith, Where's Smith?’ 
resounds from top position benches above or 
below the gangway, and if the estimates are 
on a motion is made to report prog unless 
he returns. Smith liked much to g5 home to 
his dinner in Grosvenor place whenéver he 
could do so. It changed the scene for a brief 
period, but too often he was compelled to 
dine in his rocm and for eight or nine hours 
he had to breathe the same atmosphere, and 
what the atmosphere of the House of Com- 
mons is no one knows who has not tried and 
suffered from it. 


Always Good-Natured. 


There never was a political leader so good- 
natured as Smith. Some of his colleagues 
were not slow to take advantage of that. They 
would insist upon forci on measures in 
which they were personally interested. The 
mismanagement which took place over the 
licensing bill was not in the least degree 
owing to Smith. Of course, a sterner leader 
would have put his foot down on the colleague 
who led the Ministry into all that blundermg. 
In that respect, and in that alone, Smith 
failed. He could not be stern. He gave way 
too easily. One afternoon a certain member 
of the Ministry asked him if he might say a 
few words in the debate then proceeding. 
Smith felt sure his colleague would say some- 
thing indiscreet, but had not the heart to re- 
fuse permission. His colleague burst in and 
actually attacked the position which the gov- 
ernment had taken up. Smith only sighed and 
shook his head sorrowfully, Disraeli would 
have had the man out of the Ministry before 
twenty-four hours had passed. 

I have seen some of the most notorious 
hores. in the House get up to Smith in the 
lobby and r For ten minutes to- 
gether in spite of many hints that the leader 
was much occupied at the time, . One of these 
bores was in the habit of planting himself di- 
rectly behind Smith in the House and leaning 
over his shoulder as if he were in the leader’s 
peculiar confidence and whisper some banali- 
ties in bisear. Even this he tolerated, always 
being particularly anxious not to give offense 
‘any member of his party, U btedly he 

fe was & tee of ness in 
his position. He could not make a set speech 
and he fancied the House looked upon this as 
a disqualrfication for the post he filled, but he 
never spoke without everybody being struck 
with his common sense and good judgment, 
and these qualities are worth more in every 
day life than the finest oratory. Ifa scene 
was going on, and angry passions were run- 
ning high, Smith rarely failed to make peace. 

Little Troubled by the Irish, 


I see the Marquis of Granby bitterly re- 
proaches the opposition for hounding Smith 
to death. That is all nonsense. During the 
tempestuous debates on the Parnell Commis- 
sion Smith was occasionally assailed with 
some violence by the Irishmen, but as a gen- 
eral rule he had little to complain of. The 
Irish members did not dislike him, and assur- 
edly they bore him no personal animosity 
whatever. The opposition generally were 
friendly toward him. Gladstone usually re- 
ferred to him in a kindly spirit, and even Sir 
William Harcourt, who does not care where 
his blows fall when he is out for a fight, 
passed gently over Smith. “We all liked 
him“ would certainly be the universal verdict 
of the House, 

The day he came in and sat with a rug over 
his knees we all said he was ill, yet he would 
not go home. He would have resigned long 
ago, but the Prime Minister was exceedingly 
anxious to avoid anything like a reconstruc- 
tion of the Ministry and begged Smith to re- 
main another session, and so on, And now 
the end has come. 

I had a long conversation with Smith soon 
after he was made leader of the House in con- 
sequence of Lord Randolph Churchill's sud- 
‘den desertion from the Ministry. He told 
me he had not the slightest idea that Randolph 
meant to resign. He had always liked him 
and would do anything to bring about a rec- 
onciliation of the differences which were 
then serious but not quite beyond hope of 
settlement. I happen to know that Smith 
made some advances with that end in view, 
but they were not met in a favorable spirit 
on the other side. A sort of ultimatum was 
presented which Lord Salisbury could not, 
with any respect to himself or for his col- 
leagues, have accepted. Still Smith clung to 
the hope that Randolph could be brought back 
in the ministerial fold. 

Did Not Want to Be Leader. 

„1 wish it for selfish reasons,“ he said to 
me, with asmile, “if you like to put it that 
way. I do not want to be leader of the House. 
I never dreamt of anything of the kind. I am 
no speaker and do not want to be thrust into 
this position. But see what a difficulty Ran- 
dolph has placed us in, a few weeks before the 
meeting of Parliament, when all our arrange- 
ments for the session were made. What am I 
to do? I cannot refuse to help my party. If 
Randolph had only consulted those who are 
his best friends he never would have done 
this. 

He must have heard often enough of Mar- 
‘shall and Snelgrove taunts and of many an- 
other bitter saying. but he bore no resent- 
ments. He tried honestly to open the door 
for Lord Randolph, but he tried in vain for 
reasons which cannot now be entered into. 
Certainly they do not reflect in any way upon 
Smith. He did nothing to bring about the 
break between Lord Randolph and the Prime 
Minister and he would giadly have closed it if 
he could. Of that I have indisputable proofs 


in my possession. To have a man always at 


hand whose judgment is cool and sound and 
whose advice can invariably be foilowed 
with absolute ggg AD is ad- 
vantage to any party. 
Ä Smith. The absence of this wise 
counsellor will be deeply felt by those who are 
now guiding the destinies of the Conservative 
party. It always happened when Smith was 
away last session for a few days that some- 
thing went wrong That may partly have 
arisen from the fact that no one person had 
full authority to act for him. But where is 
the person to be found with so much experi- 
ence of administrative affairs and command- 
ing in an equal. degree the. confidence and 
respect of the House of Commons? .That will 
be a troublesome question to answer and it 1s 
unfortunate that it should have to be answered 
in the last and most critical session of the 
present Parliament,

It remains to be seen 1 
any one will be able to lead his party along 
with such prodigious results as the man who 
died figbting and whose last. words 
afresh to his love for Ireland.

the reading of essays, on the appointment of 
a General Methodist Missionary Council, and 
in reference to the closing of the World’s Fair 
Sunday were introduced and referred to the 
proper committees. The regular program of 
the day was then taken up, the subject for dis- 
cussion being “The Church and Scientific 
Thought.“ The first essay was one prepared 
by Percy W. Bunting, editor of the Contem- 
porary Review, entitled “ The Influence of 
Modern Scientific Progress on Religious 
Thought.“ In Mr. Bunting’s absence the pa- 
per was read by J. B. Slack of London. 

Mr. Bunting’s paper was an able and ex- 
haustive treatise of the relation of science to 
religion and elicited much applause. 

The Rev. Dr. Milton S. Terry of Evanston, 
III., spoke on the attitude of the church to- 
ward the various phases of unbelief.

Let it prociaim the truth of God to 
men and leave scientists to fight their own 
battles.

_ GREAT BENEFIT To THK COUNTRY, 


Herds Bought in Siberia to Be Taken Across 
Bering Sea—Food, Clothing, and Trans- 
portation to Be Thus Supplied to the 
Natives in the Northwestern Territory— 
Cruise of the Revenue Cutter Sear 
Along the Coast — Help for Deserters 
from the Whalers. 

Wasztneron, D. C., Oct. 10.—! Special.]— 
In a report to the Secretary of the Treasury 
from Unalaska, dated Sept. 17, 1891, Capt. 
M. A. Healy of the revenue cutter Bear gives 
an interesting account concerning the efforts 
made to stock Alaska with reindeer, as pro- 
posed by the Interior Department. He says: 
Reindeer were purchased at two places in 


Siberia, one herd of eight and another of 
twelve, and much information has 
‘gained concerning them. Many plans and 


been 
ideas started with have been changed, super- 


stitions exploded, and the matter of the intro- 
duction of the animals into Alaska has taken 


such a ＋. upon both natives and whites that 
it is now the most important question bearing 
upon the country. Natives everywhere, quick 
to see the advantages of such an excellent 
animal in their possession, have expressed 
their earnest desire for them, while the whites 
on the Yukon see in them the solution of the 
problem they have long been giving their at- 
tention. 

Some of the missions there have tried stock- 
raising, but so far, owing principally to the 
unacclimated duties of the animals and the 
scarcity of suitable food, they have met with 
indifferent success. But with reindeer climate 
and food supply are both identacal with that 
found in Siberia; in fact the visible supply of 
moss, upon which the deer principally subsist, 
probably from the reason that it has not been 
grazed upon, was at the places visited found 
upon examination much more abundant and 
in a better state of growth in Alaska than at 
any place along the Siberian coast. Reindeer 
seem to be the solution of these vital questions 
of existence in the country—fodd, clothing, 
and transportation, and under the care and at- 
tent:on of white men the usefulness of these 
animals will be immeasurably improved upon 
what it now is in Siberia, Those bought this 
year were brought to Unalaska. Twelve are 
to be kept here by the Interior Department in 
a herd under proper care until next year. 

Trip of the Bear. 

Capt. Healy in his report gives a detailed 
account of the places visited and the services 
performed during his two and a half months 
cruise in the Arctic Ocean. Cape Prince of 
Wales was reached July 7, and it was * 
found im possible, on account of the ice 

roceed further north. Visits were paid to to 

ast Cape, and Indian Point, and Holy Cross 
Bay in the Gulf of Anadir. Several men were 


all they were willing to part with. 
The Bear entered the Arctic July 
26 ‘and arrived at Point Hope 


July 29. A number of cases of sickness and 
destitution among deserters from the whaling 
fleet were treated, including one man named 
William Brown of the bark Andrew Hicks, 
who had lain in a deserted whaling station 
since February with almost no clothing or at- 
tention, and whose frozen limbs had partially 
decomposed. Amputation was resorted to, 
and the man is in a fair way of recovery. 

Point Belcher was reached Aug. 11, and it 
was found that the ice pack was solid to the 
north and east along the shore, with no sign 
of moving, and it was found impossible to 
reach the Point Barrow relief station to de- 
liver the coal and provisions brought from 
San Francisco. 
— ge saying that they have coal and 
other — sufficient to carry them com- 
fortably through another year. 


Value of Whalebone, 


In several instances the Bear transported 
whalepone for private individuals, Capt. 
Healy says that whalebone has reached so high 
a value that it resembles specie, and that he 
regards it as but a fathering help for the gov- 
ernment to give this protection on the con- 
fines of civilization to valuable productions of 
its adventurous citizens. 

The Bear proceeded south Aug. 28, going to 
the Arctic Siberian coast, and purchased eight 
reindeer, taking four on board and leav ing the 
others until next year. Kings’ Island was 
visited Aug. 30. There is a little village on 
the island of 200 natives, They were found to 
be short of provisions, owing to a bad hunting 
and fishing season, and were in actual danger 
of starvation. The sum of $150 was subscribed 
by officers and passengers on the Bear and all 
the food supply obtainable at St. Michaels was 
purchased for the islanders with a view of 
bridging them over till the sealing begins. 

Captain Healy considered this a good time 
to again call attention to the cruel injustice of 
the law prohibiting the sale of breech loading 
arms to the natives of Arctic Alaska, especi- 
ally as their very lives depend on their suc- 
cess in hunting. The white men have made 
the seal and walrus so shy that the spears of 
the natives are no longer of any avail. Dur- 
ing the summer a schoolhouse was built 
St. Lawrence Island, making four sch 
north of the Yukon. 

Orders have been sent to the revenue 
steamer Rush at San Francisco to sail Oct. 16 
for the Seal Islands and to remain there until 
December and as much later as may be 
necessary to protect the islands from the in- 
roads of poachers, The Rush will carry mail 
for Western Alaska.

gating the elements of air resistances and re- 
actions, and the law which governs flight, so 
that there has lately been a reat change in 
the attitude of popular opinion toward the 
whole subject. It is uo longer regarded as 
wholly impracticable and visionary. 

Besides the men of science who are investi- 
gating the natural laws of flight and of air re- 
sistances, there are now probably some scores 
of sane inventors in different parts of the world, 
besides very many “cranks,” who are making 
experiments in the same line of study, These 


men may be divided into two classes—the 
who are seeking to drive balloons 


aeronau 
through air at satisfactory speeds, and the 
aviators, so called, who neve to imitate the 


birds and to fly by purely dynamical means, 
or without the use of the gas bag.

Thus far, as the outcome of varicus ex- 
periments dating back to 1852, a maximum 
2 of fourteen miles an hour has been at- 
tain 

Pigeons fly at sixty miles per hour, the duck 
at ninety, and the swift is said to flash through 
the air at something like 150 miles an hour. 
The aviators hope to emulate these speeds, 


and for the Mast twenty-five years there have 


been aeronautical societies in Great Britain, 
France, Germany, and, it is believed, in other 
European countries, which have been encour- 
aging experiments. The machines proposed 
have been wondrous and many, a chart of 
illustrations published by M. Dieuaide in 1880 
delineating no less than fifty-three machines, 
more than half ot which had been experiment- 
ed with. 

When, however, high speeds are desired 
power will be required, so that one of the 
chief obstacles to success has hitherto’ been 
—＋ want of a motive power sufficiently light 

roportion to its energy to compare favor- 
ab y with that of birds. Steam engines, gas 
engines, and electric motors for aerial pur- 
poses have all weighed from 66 to 130 pounds 
per horse-power, including supplies for only 
two hours, but within the last few months 
Mr. Hiram S. Maxim, the celebrated inventor 
of the Maxim automatic gun, has announced 
that he has constructed and tested two com- 
pound steam engines, weighing, with their 
steam generator, only 960 pounds, capable of 
developing 300-horse power, and already 
known to give 120-horse power of useful effect 
upon an aerial machine which he is building. 
Also in connection therewith an air surface 
condenser, forming the frame of the machine, 
which is expected to enable him to use the 
same water over and over again, thus limiting 
the water required for a trip to a few gailons, 
instead of the twenty to twenty five pounds of 
water per horse power per hour required for 
non-condensing engines, 

These marvelous achievements, should no 
impracticabilit 2 intervene, seem destined to 
do more toward a solution of the problem of 
aerial navigation than any that have gone be- 
fore, and in connection with the labors of 
Prof. Langley and others to promise some 
early results. 

Mr. Maxim has nearly completed in England 
an enormous flying-machine, 110 feet across 
and weighing 3,500 pounds, from which he 
expects 50 to 100 miles per hour. These men 
may all fail to realize their hopes, but our 
understanding of the mysterious question of 
aerial navigation is certainly growing, and 
has made great advance during the last year: 
so that it now seems reasonably prudent for 
an inventor to experiment—no longer with 
apprehensicn of being thought insane.

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“GOING AROUND CHICAGO.” 

A Duluth paper says “the lament is now 
raised by Chicago” that too much grain 1s 
being shipped East by way of Lake Supe- 
rior, and a Kansas City paper charges that 
this city is grumbling because the South- 
western routes are gctting more than their 
share of the grain business, The latter jour- 
nal even assumed a virtuous -attitude and 
writes as if it had a right to read the riot act 
to Chicago, It says dealers at this point 
“cannot expect to control all the grain of the 


West in the face of the natural advantages 


other cities have for handling portions of it,“ 
and in several other sentences shows it does 
not know what it is prating about. 

No business-man here entertains the idea of 
being able to handie all the grain of the West, 
or expects to do it. No association of such 
men has made any complaint, still less a pro- 
test, about the quantity of business done by 
either Duluth or Kansas City.. No action in 
the matter has been taken by our Board of 
Trade or Common Council. It is possible 
that some elevator proprietor has informed a 
railroad official that competing lines in cer- 
tain sections are making such low rates by 
other routes that the grain from those areas 
does not come here. Some of the railroad 
men may have concluded that it is to the in- 
terest of their own lines to make rates a little 
lower, so as to increase the volume of their 
business. But if they have done this it was 
for the benefit of the common carriers, of 
whom they are the servants, and probably 
without a single thought as to whether the 
business of Chicago would be injured or bene- 
fited by their action. 

The case as understood here is that the West- 
ern Tariff Association has been used as a 
means of building up new routes at the ex- 
pense of those entering this city from other 
directions than the east. It insisted on main- 
taining card rates on freight coming to Chi- 
cago while its members well knew that the 
nominal rates were being freely cut on lines 


carrying the freight to other points. Some of 


the roads have refused to be bound by the sus- 
taining agreement, their officials claiming that 
they hed a right to do business on termy 
which would allow them to compete. The re- 
fusal was a proper one. It is stated by those 
who are in a position to know that the agree- 
ment is being practically ignored by roads 
all around Chicago, while the Chicago roads 


have been doing their utmost to uphold it and 


maintain rates. The officials who under such 
circumstances will consent to let their rolling- 
stock lie idle rather than accept terms which 
others are willing to take is false to the trust 
reposed in him by the stockholders and ought 
to be allowed to make room for some one else 
to manage the business ic their real interest. 
It is the height of folly to insist on rates which 
are rendered impossible by the willingness of 
others to carry cheaply to the Lake Superior 
and Mississippi water routes and by the 
Three L's“ cut off around us. 

Some of the papers published in this city 
have stated these facts, and Taz TUNE now 
draws the inference But there has been little 
change in the situation for several months 
past, and therefore little reason for extra 
comment now. The case at present is much 
the sarhe as of yore, the railroads fixing on 
rates to and from Chicago as the standard, 

because the more important of the lot, and 
endeavoring to maintain them as a means of 
keeping the cutting by other lines to a mini- 
mum. Hence the statement by the Kansas 
City Journal that Chicago most always is 
protected is not only a specimen of poor 
construction grammatically considered but a 
direct perversion of the fact. The men who buy 
the grain that comes to this city get hold of it 
by the simple but efficient process of paying 
for it a little more than the sellers could ob- 
tain by sending it elsewhere, and they 
have not infrequently done so in the face of 
decided discrimination in favor of other 
points. Sometimes they have been unable to 
do this because of a corner excitement, at 
others for the reason that export buyers prefer 
this market on account of its inspection and 
commercial advantages, but generally from 
the tact that this is a great speculative market 
in which the seller can always find buyers and 
not seldom at figures which cannot be ob- 
taiaed at other places, There is no charity in 
trade. No holder of grain sends his property 
here, and no railroad line brings it here, when 
he or it could do better. Whatever of rivalry 
may exist between different carriers has in it 
no abstract element of consideration for the 
business interests of this city. Chicago men 
are wise enough to know this, and therefore 
are not complaining, as falsely alleged, by the 
papers referred to. 


CHICAGO’S BUILDING FOUNDATIONS. 

Taro reprints from its issue of last 
Sunday the report of an interview with Gen. 
Fitz-Simons on the subject of foundations for 
tall buildings in this city. The topic is one 
of the most intensely important that could 
engage the attention of loval real-estate own- 
ers ana taxpayers, and if the views quoted be 
correct the question is raised none too 
soon. If our architects are building on im- 
perfect foundations itis high time the fact 
were known and faulty methods stopped at 
once. 

The General defines the city as resting on 
an insecure soil. He says Chicago is practi- 
cally afloat. A crust of tough clay only 
about sixteen feet thick rests on a semi-fluid 
mass of little more than thirty feet in depth, 
and the latter covers a stratum of indurated 
clay, beneath which is the hard pan. To build 
on the upper clay is safe enough so long as the 
structures are limited to a moderate weight. 
But the sixteen-story sky-scraper is too heavy 
for safety, and the danger is increased by 
cutting into the upper clay for a “ founda- 
tion.“ As long as the crust remains intact we 
are all right, but when it is once broken the 
most disastrous results must follow. Thesemi- 
fluid substance beneath will ooze up through 
the fissure, and would now rise into the bed 
of the Chicago River it it were not kept back by 
the weight of water in that channel. The 
pressure of a heavy building near the break 
would earty the structure down, not by a 
sudden tumbie such as is caused by an earth- 
quake, but in a gradual settling. That is the 
reason why the Government Building is 
crumbling to pieces and the Board of Trade 
tower bas settled eight inches: The latter is

The foundation of iron rails filled in with con- 
crete has been hailed as a vast Seige pe eee 
u previous methods, but if as at presen 
aa it does not provide immunity from sink- 
ing and settling of some portions of the sur- 
face, with a corresponding upheaval in others, 
it is time the fact were known. The General 
has done well to sound the note of warning, 
even if it shall be found that he has over- 
stated the danger. The Real Estate Board 
could not find a more appropriate subject for 
investigation, and the city authorities owe it to 
their constituents to see that the matter be suf- 
ficiently examined to let the people know what 
precautions must be insisted on for their safety. 
TWOHIG MAGNIFYING HIMSELF. 
James W. Twohig, a clerk of the Election 
Commissioners, is on deck again expounding 
the election law like an oracle, and, as the 
Democratic organs have it, “preparing the 
ticket for this fall’s election. Now it is not 


the province of this young man Twohig to ex- . 


pound the law. But it is his duty as clerk of 
the Election Commissioners to assist in carry- 
ing it out as interpreted by the County Judge 
and his superior officers. Twohig’s exposition 
of the law heretofore has been utterly mis- 
leading at most times, and always colored by 
his intense partisanship in an unpartisan of- 
fice. He feels it incumbent on himself to 
give his views on the law now, because the 
Democratic Commissioners to whom he might 
under more favorable circumstances look for 
guidance have either abdicated their functions 
or put them in Twohig’s keeping in order to 
satisfy their bosses ef the Democratic Execu- 
tive committee. But surely there is no ex- 
cuse for Twohig’s impudent attempt to frame 
the official election ballot. He has as yet no 
official notice as to what names are to be on 
the ticket, or how they are to be arranged. 
The Board of Review—consisting of Judge 
Scales, County Clerk Wulff, and State’s- 
Attorney Longenecker—have not yet passed 
on the certificates of nomination, or the peti- 
tions for nomination in the County Clerk’s 
office. They will not pass upon them till the 
18th of October. The Election Commissioners 
will have nothing to do with the ticket till 
after that date, and the Election Commission- 
ers in arranging the ticket will have to be 
guided by the instructions of the Board of 
Review. Twohig’s function will be to partly 
earry out the orders of the Election Comm 
sioners based on the decision of the Board of 
Review. Under all the circumstances is not 
this person Twohig rather previous? And 
would it not be a good idea for the Election 
Commissioners to forget their own insignifi- 
cance for a time and assert themselves so as 
to measurably restrain his extra-legal, extra- 
official, and ultra-Democratic zeal?

THE ECUMENICAL METHODIST CONFER- 
ENCE. 

The second Ecumenical Methodist Confer- 
ence, which has been in session in Washing- 
ton during the last week, though in no sense 
a legislative body, is still one of the most im- 
portant religious gatherings of recent times. 
Five hundred delegates from all the Method- 
ist organizations, includingtwo hundred from 
the Old World, have been in attendance. They 
have been divided into four sections, as follows: 
(1) The two Methodist Episcopal denomi- 
nations of this country. (2) All other Method- 
ist and Wesleyan organizations in this coun- 
try and Canada. (3) The British Wesleyan 
Methodists. (4) All other British Wes- 
leyan bodies. In all twenty-nine Methodist 
ecclesiastical bodies sent delegates, and these 
delegates represent a church membership of 
about 6,000,000 and a population of 25,000,000. 

The ecumenical conference, in part, was a 
memorial of the death of John Wesley, the 

feunder of the denomination, but its 
main purpose was the consideration of 
great pubhe moral and religious questions 
more or less identified with Methodism. These 
questions took a wide range, beginning with 
the Christian church, its essential unity and 
genuine catholicity, and closing with the out- 
look for Christendom, while sandwiched be- 
tween them were such issues as the church 
and scientific thought, the church and her 
agencies, education, temperance reform, 
labor and capital, missions, and the church 
and morality. The discussion of these various 
topics was harmonious, enthusiastic, liberal, 
and progressive in character, representing the 
advanced thought of Methodism, and showing 
that sympathy and unanimity among the va- 
rious sections which have made that church 
such a power in the world. The discussion on 
Friday last on Christian codperation, for in- 
stance, was a notable one. There was no dis- 
sension from the general position that there 
should be closer relations between all churches, 
and that if they could not reach organic union 
they should atleast secure the advantages of 
federation, and attain to unity if not to uni- 
formity. Upon this point the Rev. Dr. T. G. 
Selby, a Scotch Methodist, eloquently said: 

We accept with untroubled confidence the prin- 
ciples of spiritual independence, enunciated by 
the commentators and ecclesiastical historians 
whose own associations have been with one of 
the most sacerdotal churches in Christendom. In 
all probability the church of the future will be 
more nearly homogeneous in its organization than 
the churches planted by the Apostles. Homo- 
geneous structure does not always imply solid 
confederation of spiritual force, sympathy, action 
There may be coalescence where there is internal 
schism of the bitterest possible character. Cath- 
olicity is not what some have made it, a mere 
question of skin. There may be physiological 
revolt where the skin is seamless and un- 
divided. It is said that in every pair of 
legs there is a slight inequality which makes men 
walk in curves when they are blindfolded, an ob- 
ject lesson for our natural inaptitude for spiritual 
truth. Some say of our counselors: Keep the 
blinkers on. Let the people join hands and put 
a Bishop at the head of each procession and a 
Pope at the head ofthe Bishops. and they will be 
guided into straight pathe and preserve the unity 
of their formation. “ Nay,” says the Father of 
our spirits, “take the veil away. | will guide 
them by a lamp of fire within, and they shali not 
deviate or stumble.” Away with official peda- 
gogy and leadership, and let the spiritual eye cor- 
rect error. There is a unity of which boot and 
screw and fetter are the insignia that is the di- 
rect product of force. That can scarcely be 
called Christian. 

It may well be doubted in the present tem- 
per of ecclesiasticism whether the coéperation 
so eagerly advocated by the Metliodist ecu- 
menical conference can be brought about, 
but the prevailing sentiment among the vari- 
ous sections is a strong indication of a closely 
and compactly united Methodism, and this 
means a great deal of itself. For Methodism 

is an active, working, agg: sive force. From 
the beginning it has made its appeals to the 
people, and it has been the church of the 
masses. It is always to be found on the 
frontier, and ite pioneers are always in the ad- 
vance of civilization, preparing the way with 
school-house and church for the main | 
coming up.

, , As Bishop Fowler said: 
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This amendment provides in the first place 
that the clerks of election precincts on the 
Wednesday and Thursday following the last 
day of registration shall make a careful scru- 
tiny of their respective precincts, and among 
other things make a correct tabulated list of 
those who they have reason to believe are 
voters but who have not registered as voters. 
Neglect of this duty by the clerks will be puu- 
ishable as contempt of court. And then the 
law goes on to provide as follows: 


Within thirty days after the election the Board 
of Election Commissioners shall tarn over the 
* verification lists [of non-registered voters] to 
the Clerk of the County Board, to be used by such 
County Board in the preparation of jury lists; and 


it shall be made the duty of such County Board to 


carefully keep such lists arranged in order; and 
from the legal voters of such lists of names not 
registered such County Board shall first prepare 
such jury lists, and afterward from the legal 
voters of such lists of registered names.” 


Hereafter then the names of jurors will not 
bé taken from the polling list or the registry 
lists as at present, but from the verification 
lists as made by the clerks of election during 
the two days of scrutiny, and those eligible 
for jury duty who fail to get registered will 
be first called upon for jury duty. In other 
words, the citizen who shirks his duty asa 
voter will be first called s juror. Heretofore 
it worked differently. The jurors being all 
drawn from the poll lists, those who voted had 
to do double their fair share of jury service, 
while those who shirked voting were rewarded 
by not having to serve as jurors. The boot 
hereafter will be on the other leg. 

It has been the custom for a certain class of 
public-spirited, patriotic persons to shirk 
voting in order to avoid the chance of being 
drawn to serve & jurors. Their names not 
appearing on the polling list or on the regis- 
tries they could not under the law as it stood 
be summoned for jury duty. Now all this 
thing is changed. Dodging duty asa voter will 
simply increase the chances of having to serve 
as jurors, 

It may be gratifying to the shirkers to 
know, too, that this amendment of the law 
was adopted first by the unanimous vote of 
the Democratic House and then the Repub- 
lican Senate at Springfield last June. And it 


is singular, notwithstanding this, that the 


Democratic Board of Election Commission- 
ers in framing their instructions as to the new 
law made no reference whatsoever to this im- 
portant provision, 

Was it the design of Mr. English and Mr. 
Coyne to trap the silk stocking Democrats 
who are too superfine to vote and to compel 
them to sit as jurors on murder trials in the 
Criminal Court or in cow cases in the Circuit 
Court? If it was intended in that way, let it 
be said that it is too grim a joke. The silk 

socking and swell Democrats who have 
shirked voting heretofore will doubtless be 
duly grate to Tun Tame for calling 
attention to the new feature of the law thus 
early. 

The only day of registration this year will 
be the 20th of October—one week from next 
Tuesday. Those who do not want to certain- 
ly serve on juries during the next six months 
should be careful to see that their names are 
duly registered as voters in one day. 

THAT ABORTIVE LAKE TUNNEL. 

The scheme for supplying the city with 
water from a crib situated inside the break- 
water is now discovered to be an egregious 
blunder, if not something worse than that. 
That new north tunnel and crib are a fraud on 
the people, both as consumers and taxpayers. 
Recent observations have shown that the 
water around that crib is at times badly 
polluted. The sewage from the river and that 
from Lake View flows around it, and even the 
Fullerton avenue conduit at times brings to it 
a wave of pollution from the North Branch. 
The filthy conditions have been examined by 
several of the Aldermen. They are agreed 
that the health of the city is menaced by it 
and are freely expressing their opinions on the 
subject. They are now asking what is to be 
done to remedy themonstrous mistake. made 
by Mayor Cregier and by the people who 
voted him into office, 

The money already expended upon it is lost 
beyond recall, and it would be another piece 
of folly to throw good money after bad by 
trying to improve a scheme that was radically 
defective. The work done remains simply as 
a hole in the ground monument to Cregier’s 
extravagance, incompetence, and folly, the 
blunder being all the more reprehensible as 
his experience was supposed to have rendered 
him able to judge of the conditions with which 
he was dealing. What should be done now is 
to push out the two old tunnels lakeward till 
their intakes are about in line with that of the 
new tunneinow in course of construction, 
which is some four miles from the shore. 
Their receiving ends will then be in the eter- 
nally blue waters of Lake Michigan, beyond 
the reach of pollution from the west, 
alike outside the domain of contami- 
nation from the city and the area 
within which the sewage from further north 
can be deflected by striking against the beach. 
Water taken at that distance from the line of 
direct contamination could always be depend- 
ed upon as free from the seeds of disease and 
equal in purity to the best in the world, as the 
water in the middle of the lake is admitted to 
be. Its use would materially lower our death 
rate, as well as lessen the amount of sickness 
in the city, and aid pure air from the broad 
prairies of the West to make this the health- 
iest city in the world. 

If there is not enough money at the com- 
mand of the city authorities to enable them 
to begin such extension of the old tunnels now 
they should at once make arrangements for 
undertaking it next spring. They can prepare 
the plans and specifications for the work, and 
even make the preliminary borings needed to 
enable the contractors to bid at reasonable 
figures for the contract. It should not be de- 
layed a moment longer than necessary, as it is 
highly desirabie to have the work finished as 
s00n as possible, It would have been under- 
taken long ago had the advise of Taz Txisune 
been followed. Those old tunnels would now 
have been far advanced on their eastern ex- 
tension, and would have been about ready for 
use by the time the new tunnel 
is completed. No more time ought to be 

lost in following the advice, and no thought

SOMETHING en WAGE-WORKERS TO 
THINK or. 


Mr. Mills fully indorses Cleveland’s dogma 
that domestic goods are increased equal to the 
duty on imported goods, and announced in his 
Mansfield (O.) speech that the system of pro- 
teetive duties foreed the people of this country 
to pay 125 millions more this year for their home 
manufactures than they would have paid if 
they had free trade. He wants the English 
free trade system adopted at once so that that 
great sum of money may be saved—he says. 
But who gets it now whatever the amount 
may be? And this is the point to which the 
city wageworkers should give their close at- 
tention from now till the day of Presidential 
election. 

Among whom is this alleged sum, equaling 
$4,000,000 a day ora billion and a quarter a 
year, divided? Mr. Mills says “among the 
manufacturers,“ but the facts do not prove it. 
The mill bosses of this country are not mak- 
ing more money than the mill bosses 
of free trade England. There are fewer 
large fortunes made in manufactures 
here than there. As Tan Tun has shown, 
the profits of American manufacturers are 
not large enough to attract many new men. If 
the business were one-tenth as profitable as 
Mills asserts there would be a rush of capital- 
ists into all kinds of manufacturing. But 
there is no rush and many failures. 

The men who are better paid, work shorter 
hours, are better fed, clothed, and housed 
than those of the same class in England or 
on the continent are the wage classes, ‘‘The 
workingmen ot this country are better paid 
than the English by 60 per cent; better than 
the Germans by 100 per cent; better than the 
Poles, Bohemians, and Italians by 150 per 
cent. They are the ones who have been get- 
ting the bulk of this alleged $4,000,000 a day— 
they and not the manufacturers. If the latter 
could get the cheap labor and cheap raw ma- 
terial of Europe they would throw protection 
to the winds, and would not be afraid to com- 
pete with the world on even terms. 

Are the men who work in trades directly or 
indirectly benefited by protection prepared to 
give up their lion’s share of that $4,000,000 a 
day and accept the European scale of pay? 
In case of the adoption of free trade they 
must do it. Goods will be cheapened in price, 
and the process of making cheap goods sweeps 
away the high wages which they have been 
paid—wages so much higher than are known 
elsewhere. If they want cheap goods they 
must also accept the foreign rate of wages by 
which they arc made. They cannot have the 
good of protection and of free trade also. 
They cannot have cheap goods and high 
wages. They cannot keep their cake and eat 
it, too. 

That is what they must consider from this 
time on. If the Democrats carry New York, 
Ohio, and Iowa this fall nothing can prevent 
their running the next Presidential campaign 
on the ultra free-trade platform, The chances 
are a hundred to one that they will do so, un- 
less the elections this fall are so disastrous for 
them as to satisfy their leaders that free trade 
means sure defeat in 1892. It is safe to say 
that Cleveland and Free Trade will be next 
year’s ticket. Before the workingmen vote it 
they should make up their minds whether they 
are ready to sacrifice that $4,000,000 a day. 
For if Cleveland should be elected they will 
be unable to retain it. It will be too late then 
to protest, and it will be useless to go on 
strikes. They will have to take their medicine.

THE TRUE DIAGNOSIS OF ALCOHOLISM. 

Before there can be any reasonable certainty 
of relieving a sick man it must be known what 
is the matter with him. Hence the doetor 
most skilled in diagnosis, in the reading of 
symptoms, is the one who works the most 
cures. The source of the greatest misfortune 
in medicine, politics, and many other things 
is a misunderstanding of the cause of the 
trouble, and the consequent adoption of the 
wrong plan of treatment. 

For years the great mass of those who have 
felt deeply on the evils of intemperance have 
assumed that it was nothing but a habit. 
which could be broken off by the drunkard if 
his eyes could be opened once to the ruinous 
consequences of his indulgence to his health, 
reputation, estate, and his family. Hence 
these moral reformers have dwelt on the im- 
portance of instruction as to the effects of al- 
cohol on the stomach and on the value of re- 
ligious and moral influences to reform dipso- 
maniacs and sots. A letter in day before 
yesterday’s paper gives the method of treat- 
ment at the Washingtonian Home by one of 
its patients. The drunkard’s excited nerves 
are lulled with bromides. Then he is shut up 
in a room where he cannot get liquor and is 
regaled with medical pictures and moral 
lectures. After awhile he is discharged 
*“‘cured,” with his appetite for whisky un- 
quenched and uncured, and he proceeds gen- 

erally to satisfy it. 

The Prohibitionists, diagnosmg drunken- 
ness as a mere habit or vice which a man could 
abandon if he chose, but which he perversely 
chooses to continue, have concluded that if 
laws were passed forbidding the sale of liquor 
in a State men would be compelled to aban- 
don the drink habit and go dry.“ Their 
diagnosis being wrong, their method of cure 
proves worthless. It merely intensifies the 
evils they seek to do away with, They have 
estranged those who would have been their 
best allies in the cause of rational temperance. 
They have insisted that men should renounce 
party allegiance and leave unattended to the 
pressing social and political problems of the 
day to devote themselves to a narrow and a 
fruitless policy of coercive abstinence from 
liquor. They have meant well, but have em 


| ployed a faulty remedy by reason of a mis- 


taken idea of what dipsomania really is and 
how to treat it. 

The inability to see that alcoholism, while a 
habit at first, became gradually a chronic dis- 
ease, which the will of most persons was 
impotent to cope with, has led to the hopeless 
failure of 99 per cent of the efforts made to 
fight intemperance with political weapons. 
At last, however, an accurate diagnosis ap- 
pears to have been made, It seems to be 
proved that the steady use of the poison alco- 
hol affects the brain cells in such 
a way that the will power is weak 
ened to impotency. The man whose 
brain is thoroughly poisoned with alcohol can 
no more use his will than a palsied man his 
arm. It is useless for the wife, the children, 
or the pastor of the former to beg him and 
pledge him to exert a will which is so dis- 
eased that it cannot be exerted effectively. 
The first thing to be done is to cure the ef- 
fects of the poison on the brain and emanci- 
pate the will from the yoke of alcoholic dis- 
ease. 

Dr. Keeley has learned how W it and in 
that field he is the pioneer. He first broke 
through the barriers which hid the truth from 
the sight of men. He may modify his formula 
and methods. Others may improve on them. 
But he cannot be robbed of the credit of being 
the first to prove that thedrink “ habit was a 
disease and to employ medicines by the use of 
which, in a vast majority of cases, the sufferers 
can be given back the use of their wills and be 
put back where they were before they began 
drinking, with all ee tangy ogden

He has more than carried out 
his part of the contract, for he has not only 
secured for Chicago a large and excellent or- 
chestra, but the best organization of its kind 
in the United States. 

It is not enough, however, that these con- 
certs are guaranteed for three years to come 
and that there will be no loss to Mr. Thomas 
and his players. The money side is not as 
important as the artistic. There was gen- 
eral rejoicing when it was: announced that 
Mr. Thomas had consented to come here 
and organize a large orchestra, and wide- 
spread satisfaction when it became certain 
that Chicago would have its own organization, 
as New York, Boston, Philadelphia, and other 
cities have.

Local pride should be sufficient to 
till the Auditorium and thus close the mouths 
of those who are only too eager to cry out 
We told you so! Let Mr. Thomas and our 
new orchestra have a genuine Western wel- 
come. 


DIPSOMANIA A DISEASE. 

Some of the doctors are beginnmg to regard 
the addiction to liquor as a disease of the 
brain that may be medically treated and 
cured. At first the medical profession looked 
with ill-disguised contempt at the announced 
discoveries of an Illinois country doctor.“ 
They are gradually becoming converted, the 
broadest-minded ones first. The incredulity 
of science, which is often almost as harmful 
to progress as the credulity of ignorance, is 
yielding to the power of facts. Some physi- 
cians accepting Dr. Keeley’s views are using 
medicines which they claim to be similar to 
his and appear to be doing good work in the 
temperance cause. One of them, Dr. J. L. 
Gray, who treats dipsomania in Indiana, 
lectured night before last in Evanston, which 
is one of the citadels of the moral reform 
method of the cure of the alcoholic disease, 
which is miscalled by them a mere habit. He 
talked after this fashion: 

Drunkenness up to within a recent period was 
always considered a “habit” or “vice” which 
could be overcome by the exercise of sufficient 
will power. Inebriety may be insome cases simply 
a habit. In all cases it is a disease. It may be 
both at one and the same time. To attempt the 
reformation of the habit without curing the dis- 
ease is likesowing chaff and expecting to reap 
wheat. Iam here to plead for the drunkard, 
that he be given that same consideration and 
treatment that would be given any sick person. 
He needs a physician quite as much as he does a 
clergyman. 

He added as a result of his experience; 

From 75 to 80 per cent of all the drunkards who 
come under our treatment are permanently cured. 
So far. therefore, as my own experience goes I 
can say positively drunkenness is curable under 
intelligent medical treatment. | 

At last a point has been reached where the 


clergyman and the physician can join hands. 
The tirst can plead with men not to begm 
drinking, or to stop while drinking is still a 
mere habit. The second is the only one who 
can do any reliable, effective good after the 
habit has degenerated into a disease. The 
correct diagnosis of alcoholism having been 
made, it is plain that political Prohibitionism 
is not the remedy for it. The “drys” should 
let science deal with dipsomania. 

Ard now, that it has been proven that arunk- 
enness is a disease, it becomes the duty of the 
State and municipality to do for those who 
suffer from it what they do for other victims 
of disease who’ have not the means to take 
care of themselves. The State provides asy- 
lums for the insane. A county like Cook has 
a hospital for the sick poor. There should be 
also institutions where the broken-down and 
beggared victims of inebriety whose friends 
have not the money to pay for their cure 
should be treated according’ to the scientific 
method and restored to usefulness and them- 
selves. Abona? 90 per cent of them probably 
will be cured, and the money invested in 
changing these men from diseased, worthless 
sots into respectable and valuable members of 
society will be as profitab!y invested as the 
money spent in restoring to health a working- 
man stricken down by fever. 
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OnE HUNDRED AND EIGHTY-TWO votes regis- 
tered from one number on Desplaines street 
within a block of the Desplaines Street Sta- 
tion last spring!

The Secretary of Agriculture has received a 
report from Dr. H. W. Wiley, chemist of the de- 
partment, from Medicine Lodge, Kas., announcing 
a successful run with the new machinery for 
sorghum sugar making, and under the new alco- 
hol process developed in the chemical division 
last winter. He reports 156 pounds first sugar a 
ton from the sorghum cane. and estimates that 
the molasses will give about enough more to 
make, it an even 200 pounds a ton. Secretary 
Rusk feels justified in anticipating great possi- 
bilities for the future in sorghum sugar making. 

About the only institution of learning in this 
country where hazing continues to flourish is the 
United States Naval Academy at Annapolis.

The Street-Car of the Future. 

Mr. Edison’s latest invention “ meets a long-felt 
want.“ 

The horse as a street-car motor has been 
doomed for several years. Substitutes have been 
supplied in considerable number, but none of 
them has been satisfactory. 

The cable system has been the best. but that re- 
quires the construction of elaborate underground 
works at great cost. It also involves the ripping 
up of streets in vexatious and dangerous ways. 
The trolley system requires overhead wires, and 
overhead wires in a great city are an intolerable 
nuisance. Storage-battery systems have been 
found impracticable after long experimenting. 

The thing neéded was some means of supply- 
ing a contiuuous electrical current to cars with- 
out either overhead wires or underground engi- 
neering works, and this is what Mr. Edison Mon- 
day announced through the Werld that he has in- 
vented. 

If he is right in his estimate of practical possi- 
bilities—and he is not often wrong—we shall have 
no more such experiences as we have suffered in 
Broadway for many moons, and we shall present- 
ly see our clumsy horse-car lines converted into 
something better than has yet been anywhere 
provided. It is thoroughly good news for all dwell- 
ers in cities.

„The bed of the Chicago River is just be- 
neath the crust, and if the water was pumped 
out all the buildings near by would settle and 
the semi-fluid substance would be forced up 
accordingly. We had a practical illustration 
of that fact when we built a cofferdam in the 
river near Van Buren street. As soon as the 
water was removed the soft clay began to 
ooze up, and we had to cover the bottom with 
a ruffle of stone before we could go on with 
the work. The weight of the water in the 
river just keeps up an equilibrium with the 
downward pressure ot the buiidings along the 
banks of the stream. 15 

Aside from the greatly congested condi- 
tion of the down-town streets caused by the 
multiplicity of tall buildings,“ concluded 
Gen. Fitz-Simons, vou can see that they 
are actually a menace to the city. The only 
way to insure absolute safety is to sink the 
foundation fifty feet to the hard clay by driv- 
ing piles.

SENATORIAL INFLUENCE. 


How It Has Secured the Restoration to a 
Clerkship of a Pardoned Convict. 

Wasmxorox, D. C., Oct. 5.— [N. 1. Even- 
ing Post. |—An impressive object-lesson in the 
beauties of Senatorial patronage and the value 
of big names on petitions for appointments to 
office is furnished by the case of one Norman 
H. Camp, lately restored to the rolls of the 
War Department asa $1,000 clerk, after an 
absence of some years, under the civil-service 
rule permitting restoration of Union veterans 
without reéxamination. The new appoint- 
ment was made at the solicitation of Senator 
Dubois of idaho, If the acting Secretary of 
War had looked iato the man’s record with 
the thoroughness which ought always to be 

in such instances it is safe to say 
that the Senator’s wishes would have 
been ignored, as they deserved to be. But 
it is, unfortunately, the practice of appointing 
officers to assume that a Senator of tite same 
political complxion as the administration 
would not wittingly lead it into doing what 
could only subject it to scandal and reproach. 

Camp, who had been in the Union army and 
was a New- Englander, was originally appointed 
toaplace in the Adjutant-General’s office in 
1881. Ex-Adjutant-General Townsend was a 
family friend. Camp aimed higher than a 
Washi n clerkship and President Arthur 
was induced to appoint him to the office of 
Assayer-in-charge at the Assay Office in Boise 
City, Idaho. This was done in defiance of the 
protests of the Director of the Mint, Mr. Bur- 
chard, who could hardly appreciate the quali- 
fication acquired by an inexperienced man for 
so important a trust through serving a year in 
the War Department as an inferior clerk. 

7 finely backed for his new 
place, commanding the recommendations 
of plenty of 2 of influence at court, it 
appears that Camp's friends were not so sure 
of their man as to feel like supplymg him with 
funds; and he had got no farther on his way 
than Shoshone when he found himself 
“strapped,’’ and had to borrow money to 
— him the rest of his journey to his post of 

uty. 

The appointment to the Assayership was 
made during the recess of the Senate, and 
Elias S. Hutchinson, a leading merchant of 
this city, became one of his bondsmen, with 
the 3 that one of Mr. Hutchin- 
son’s sons should be given a clerkship in the 
assay office. The other bondsman was a 
prominent paving contractor named Cranford. 
When the Senate met the nomination was con- 
firmed, and Camp was notified to come on to 
Washington and file another bond, as is the 
custom in such cases. It is common for tem- 
porary bondsmen to renew their obligations as 
permanent bondsmen, but in this instance they 
had evidently grown cautious for some 
reason. It was while Camp was here try- 
ing to fix up a new bond that the Director 
of the Mint decided to have an investiga- 
tion made of the financial management of 
the Boise City Assay Office. A comparison of 
some of the accounts sent in by the assayer-in- 
charge had betrayed sundry discrepancies 
which there was no charitable way of explain- 
ing. gehen gd a special agent was sent 
out to inspect the office in the absence of the 
chief, and when he opened the safe and 
counted the cash a deficiency of $12,523 was 
found. Camp was promptly removed from 
office and a criminal prosecution was begun, 
which resulted in his conviction by an Idaho 


jury. and his sentence to aterm of years in 


the penitentiary. Again the powerful in- 
fluences were brought to bear at Washington, 
and after a time he was pardoned out and dis- 
appeared from public view. 

The government never got a penny of its 
money back. The bondsmen, when sued to 
make good the default, took refuge in the plea 
that the government had been guilty of negli- 
gence in calling on the Assayer to renew his 
bond, and that, had proper diligence been 
used in this matter, they would have been free 
of all obligation by the time the crime was 
3 as it was not their intention to 
allow their names to be longer used. 
Once after Camp had been pardoned 
he visited the Assay Office at Boise 
City to try to recover possession of a piece of 
flooring he had had laid in the building at his 
own expense while Assayer. His claim was 
referred to the department at Washington, 
and the sarcastic answer came back that 
“when Mr. Camp was ready to settle his out- 
standing debt to the government of $12,500, 
it would be time enough to discuss the ques- 
tion of counterclaims. The demand was not

TALK WITH PARNELL’S BROTHER. 


What He Says of His Family and the Dead 
Leader. 

Atlanta (Ga.) dispatch: A seedy-looking 
maa of 47 years, dressed in a rough suit of 
brown, and wearing on his head a faded slouch 
hat. That is John Parnell, the brother of 
Charles Stewart Parnell, While Charles has 
been figuring so prominently before the peo- 
ple of Europe and America, his brother has 
been tending fruit trees on a little farm pear 
West Point, seventy-five miles from Atlanta. 
He has been spending several weeks here, and 
when the first news of the death of the 
former Irish leader reached Atlanta the broth- 
er could be seen hanging about the newspaper 
offices to see if the press dispatches confirmed 
it. I can’t believe that he is dead.“ said he. 
I have heard several times that he was dead, 
but the stories had been contradicted later on. 
The only thing that makes me believe the re- 

rt is the statement that he died suddenly. 

here were twelve children in our family, six 
of whom are dead, and every one of the six 
died suddenly. Our sister Fanny, who died 
last, was found dead in bed. Charles, and in 
fact all of us, are subject to attacks of nerv- 
ous prostration, and if he is dead this may 
have caused his death.” 

When the news of the death was confirmed 
Mr. Parnell said: My brother Charles was a 

reat man. He was always fond of politics. 
Fie was not half so bad as he was painted, for 
most of the stories sent out about him were 
gross exaggerations. Thestory that he was 
not kind to our mother was untrue, as he al- 
ways looked after her and sent her money. He 
loved us all, and but a short time ago he wrote 
mea most affectionate letter, and I was in hope 
that he would come to America to visit me.”

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HOW THE ARKANSAS HARBOR BUB- 
BLE was FINALLY PRICKED, 


End of Russell Harrison's and T. B. Whee- 
ler’s (Dem.) Great, Project—A Boom 
That Was Prodigious While It Lasted— 
Fancy Prices for “Town Lots Now 
Activity Has Given Place to Quiet in 
the Texas Town. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 7.—A correspondent 
writing to the Republic relates the Aransus 
scheme of a deep water harbor in which 
Russell B. Harrison and the Democratic 
Lieut.-Gov. T. B. Wheeler were concerned. 
After having made a thorough investigation 
of the matter he first gives a brief history of 
the efforts to have a first-class seaport at 
Aransas, reciting the conventions held and the 
work done. 

As a consequence,“ he continued, when 
Russell B. Harrisons and T. B. Wheeler's 
(Lieutenant-Governor of Texas) star com- 
bination came along a year ago with its cara- 
van of ‘noted financiers, capitalists, and 
prominent statesmen,’ and when they pub- 
lished in tons of advertising literature and 
carloads of printed pamphlets that they would 
secure deep water at the Pass and build a 
great city at Aransas harbor, nobody doubted 
their integrity or ability to fulfill pledges, and 
in expectation of an early boom everybody 
was roped into buying town lots at twenty to 
fifty times their real worth.“ 

The officers of the company were paraded 
as follows: Russell B. Harrison, President, 
New York; T. B. Wheeler (Dem.), Lieutenant- 
Governor of Texas, First Vice-President and 
General Agent; John W. Rife (Congressman), 
Pennsylvania, Second Vice-President; A. W. 
De Berry (ex-Secretary of the State of Texas).

B. H. Wilson, Missouri, and C. A. Sanders, 
Missouri, managers. In their circulars lo 
lists of prominent capitalists, financiers, 
statesmen known on both sides of tne ocean 
were given. The correspondent describes how 
Lieut.-Gov. Wheeler opened the sale of lots 
with a great s h and says: 

The people at first nibbled and bit, and 
before the sale closed the second day thoy had 
swallowed the Aransas Harbor dirt to the 
amount of $120,000. The conditions of the 
sale were: One-third cash, the balance in one 
and two years, with 6 per cent interest. In 
passing it may be excusable to state that ac- 
cording to the advertisements used to catch 
people outside the State and which have 
gulled many there were no less than seven 
great railroads heading this way, and the man 
who put his money in the town was sure to 
reap a rich harvest. We were to have grand 
drives along the beach; a big hotel, to cost 
$100,000: a national bank, an electric light 
and power house, an icehouse and cold stor- 
age establishment, and ail the etceteras that 
go to make up a modern city. Like the 

abled capital of $6,000,000, these promises 
proved delusions. But the first sale took 
place, and it was a pronounced success. 

Land that cost the company $6.50 per acre 
netted it about $19, and with its $120,000 in 
money and netes derived from the sale and 


the boom that had seemingly come to stay, 


everything presented a roseate hue, and 
‘Prince’ Russell his merry men—‘ the 
management ’—sighed for other worlds to 
conquer.“ 

Fresh advertising matter was sent out, the 
correspondent goes on, and everything ar- 
ranged for another big sale. The second sale 
like the first, was au immense success, and 
property to the ameunt of about $134,000 was 
unloaded. Additional lots to the value of per- 
haps $100,000 were sold between September 
and January, and everything was a-boommg. 
But the management could not stand pros- 
perity. By degrees it went back” on 
those whose labors had given it influence and 
standing. It became arrogant. Manager 
Wilson, it is charged, raked the country witb 
a fine comb in search of his relatives and his 
followers. He brought them to the harbor. 
installed them above the active workers, and 
allowed them to gather the harvest the others 
had sown. : 

Ons by one the real estate men rebelled; 
one by one they left town, and little by little 
the sales fell off. Wheeler, either villian or 
powerless to rectify the abuse, made nc move 
until it was too late to check the downward 
tendency. The work on the terminal railway 
stopped, the dredge-boat quenched its fires, 
and, to cap the climax, Mr. Lott publicly an- 
nounced that he was out of the scheme. 

His withdrawal,“ says the correspondent, 
* fell the people like thunder from a clear 
sky. They practically stampeded. Property 
values tumbled and a graveyard quiet soon 
took the place of the activity theretofure pre- 
vailing. That quiet grew denser and more 
death-like daily. It looks as if it had come 
to stay. The people have lost courage. The 
confidence they once showed has departed; 
and while they are firm as ever in the feasi- 
bility of deep water at Aransas Pass their 
faith in the Harrison company to secure it 
has pees away below zero. 

Will the matter end here? is now the ques- 
tion the Aransas Harbor City and Improve- 
ment company ought to take to its bosom. 
Probably not, as it is reported that the County 
Attorney isto report Russell Harrison and

LOOKING FOR BLAINE’S RETURN, 


Not Expected in Washington Before Novem- 
ber—Harrisen a Candidate. 
Wasmxdrox, D. C., Oct. 7.—[ Philadelphia 
Times (Dem.).]—A greater number of politi- 
cians and public characters have gathered in 
Washington during the last week than at any 
time for months. The consequence is a cor- 
responding contribution to the stores of in- 
formation and conjecture concerning a num- 
ber of questions. it has been made clear that 
Mr. Blaine does not intend to return to the 
Capital befure weil into November. A mem- 
ber of Harrison’s Cabinet has said recently: 
Mr. Blaine may not come back at all. 
If he does come it may not be as Sec. 
retary of State.“ This was in continuation of 
the remark, “I don’t know that it makes 
much difference whether Blaine returns in 
three weeks or three months.“ 


There is no 
question about these words having been spoken 
by a member of the Cabinet. They overthrow 
the suggestion of an understanding between 
Harrison and Blaine to the effect that. accord- 
ing to circumstances, one will at the proper 
time withdraw for the other, and it tends to 
dispose of the idea that there is no possibility 
of a hostile feeling between them. It is be. 
coming understood that Russell’s course and 
utterances for some time past have not been 
so utterly distasteful to the President as has 
been supposed. It is a tact that nothing has 
been done to put the Blaine residence in order 
for occupation in the near future. 

Harrison,“ said an offieial enjoying the 
confidence of the President, is a candidate 
whether Blaine is or not and expects to be 
nominated. Of late his confidence has in- 
creased greatly and there is no kind of doubt 
that there are many reasons for it.“ This is 
the dominating feeling at the White House. 

Of late Harrison has given special attention 
to Indiana in the hope of securing a solid dela- 
gation for himself from that State. To this 
there are many obstacles. Referring to this 
lately Col. Dudley said: I will be a delegate 
from Indiana and will be disappointed if a 
majority of the others are not with me in- 
structed to oppose Harrison’s renomination. 
The unit rule may bind the whole to Oppose 
him. If he is renominated it will be in op- 
position to the wish of Indiana.“ 

Harrison is active at all points. He is ex- 
pert in the use of the patronage at his com- 
mand. Not in all my experience,” said a 
Republican of long practice, have I seen a 
President who had so few scruples in the use 
of patronage or personal ends as Harrison. 
He does nothing that he doesn’t think is right 
—at least he has a way of convincing himself 
that whatever he has an impulse to do must 
be right—therefore has no scruples in bestow- 
ing office tor delegates.”” On this plan ap- 
pointments that had been determined on at 
the White House have been abandoned, be- 
cause the appointees were not for the Presi- 
dent’s renomination.

more formal character if any result were ar- 
rived at.“ 

The New York Tribune has said that Mr. 
Harrison and Mr. Blaine were “ astonished ” 
at the conduct of the Canadian Government, 
first in deliberately breaking faith with them, 
then in deceiving the Canadian electors, 
and then in cynically avowing through Sir 
Charles that they had done so. It may well 
be that the President does not care to meet 
our envoys except in the presence of his 
Secretary of State, wha, has had experience 
of their pecuhar ways. But, after all, what 
is there to gain by meeting them? Mr. 
Blaine’s letter to Mr. Baker of Rochester, 
written during our election campaign as an 
unofficial denial of the Old Man’s fibs, made 
it clear that the United States is not willing 
to treat with Canada save on a very wide 
Das is, including reciprocity in manufactures 
as well as reciprocity in natural products. 
But any reciprocity in manufactures that 
would be worth while to the States would 
have to involve discrimination against British 
exports, and to that, if it has a policy at all 
— n boodle, the Tory party is sternly op- 
posed. 

Similarly, in framing a schedule of natural 
products the American could not well avoid 
asking for free trade in coal; but the two 
Tuppers and Sir John Thompson are pledged 
to resist this, though the Old Man offered it 
to Senator Aldrich and Mr. McKinley in July, 
1890, In fact, any measure cf reciprocity 
worthy of the name, any measure which the 
United States Senate could be expected to 
ratify by a two-thirds majority, would of ne- 
cessity make a very large breach in the bat- 
tlements of the N. P. [high duties on Ameri- 
can goods] and at the same time entail an ex- 
pensive discrimination against British wares. 

It is extremely doubtful, indeed, if anything 
short of a reciprocity as free absolute as 
the trade be the various States of the 
Union would be looked ut either by Mr. Har- 
rison or by the Senate; and that, as we all 
know, constitutes treason in Tory eyes. Dis- 
raeli 2 Peel on the free trade issue and 
descri protection as one of the bulwarks 
of the altar and the throne. But shortly 
afterwards, when he saw how the cat was 
jumping. that nimble statesman saw nothi 
in protection but a “ survival from the . 
and promptly threw it overboard. Our Tories 
are just as clever at taking a sharp curve as 
Disraeli ever was; but, unlike him, they are 
under bonds to the protected interests, which 
supply them with the sinews of war and could 
wreck them at the first. division. The reptile 
funds subscribed by swindling contractors for 
the use of dishonest ministers having been 
temporarily closed owing to recent events, the 
margin which tne Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion turns over to the government for its li- 
cense to fi2ece the consumer is an important 
item now more than ever in the internal 
economy of the party. As an old annexation- 
ist Premier Abbott may be quite prepared to 
risk the anger of Britain by entering upon a 
treaty which would force us to discriminate 
against her; but as an old campaigner who 
knows the vote-value of boodle from having 
presided over the chest he will think twice be- 
fore provoking the hostility of the Tories. 

Nothing is said as to the time of reopening 
the informal negotiations. If the present 
government remains in offics it will probably 
be put off on some excuse or another to the 
Greek Kalends. The Canadian people may as 
well make up their minds to the fact that 
closer commercial intercourse with the States 
is not to be got through the instrumentality of 
men who do not want it.

The Homestead steel works last week 
turned out a nickel steel ingot weighing twenty- 
five tons, which was absolutely without a flaw. 
It is to be rolled into 2 single armor-plate for the 
United States monitor Monferey, now in course 
of construction. This ingot the largest ever 
cast in this country and in a few days an attempt 
will be made to tura out-one of fifty tons. When 
rolied into an armor-plate it will be thirteen 
inches in thickness. fhe armor plant of the Car- 
negies is now almost ready for steady operations. 
Where the buildings and their machinery, costing 
$500,000, now stand, there was a cabbage garden 
ten months ago. The experiments with nickel 
steel at the Homestead have been even more suc- 
cessful than thuse at La Crensot, Franc, This, at 
least, is the statement of the Carnegie people.

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HOW NEW YORK LOST THE FAIR, 


Fixing the Responsibility Upon the Cor- 
rupt Tammany Rascals. 

New York Recorder: The Tammany Junta, 
with its land grab confiscation scheme, drove 
the Fair away from New York, as far as ac- 
tion within the State was instrumental in that 
unfortunate result.

Churches 
were found to enjoy rights which ap- 
pertained not to ordinary mortals, and 
the Legislature said at in build- 
ing steeples they might exceed 
the limits set for the erection of private or 
commercial structures, This statute of the 
State, of course, applies to Boston, and the 
whole situation was tersely stated to Tus 
TRIBUNE correspondent this morning by Chief 
Damrell of the Building Inspection Depart- 
ment of the city, as follows: 

„Prior to this year a property-owner in 
Boston has been free to erecta building as 
lofty as he chose, the city ordinances provid- 
ing that any structure over four stories in 
height should be of stone or brick. Early in 
the current year there met in New York 
representatives of the Architects’, Builders’, 
Building Inspectors’, and Fire Underwriters 
associations, whose object it was to devise a 
series of laws to be recommended for adop- 
tion by States and cities, the effectof the same 
being to reduce the fire hazard to the minimum. 
Among the provisions recommended was one 
stating that no building in any city should be 
built to a height greater than two and one-half 
times the width of the principal street on 
which it might stand, and that no building 
should exceed 125 feet in height, except in the 
case of steeples and spires. 

This provision was brought before the Legis- 
lature in the spring and was promptly enacted. 
Other recommendations will be introduced at 
the coming session of the Legislature 

rrtaining to the detail of construction 
in buildings to reduce the fire hazard to 
the lowest point. We believe in tting one 
thing ata time. All our lofty buildings were 
either well under way or completed before the 
enactment of the statute referred to. Ofthese 
the Ames Building, at the corner of Washing- 
ton and Court streets, 18 the highest, 193 feet.

here does not seem to be any general dispo- 
sition among investors bere to build skyward 
as ambitiously as they do in New York and 
Chicago. Such being the case there 
has been no question raised as to 
the constitutionality of the statute limiting 
the height of a building here, It is my opinion 
that should the law be questioned in the court 
it would not hold. It is likely to stand, how- 
ever, until some syndicate aspires to erect 
another towering structure, and then the va- 
lidity of the law is likely to be tested. It can- 
not be said as yet, however, to have had any 
effect upon building operations in Boston or 
indeed anywhere throughout the State.“ 


INVESTMENT OF TRUST FUNDS, 


H. H. Kohlsaat Makes a Purchase for the 
Trustees of the Chicago University. 

The irregularly shaped property bounded by 
Blue Island avenue, Loomis street, West 
Eighteenth street, and an alley in the rear has 
been sold to H. H. Kohlsaat for 350,000. The 
particularly interesting feature of this pur- 
chase is that it is understood that Mr. Kohl- 
saat is acting as a trustee, and that this is the 
first investment of Chicago University funds. 
The owner of this property was Mr. Gurling. 
er. The lot has a frontage of twenty-five feet 
on Loomis street, eighty feet on Blue Island 
avenue, and 110 feet.on Eighteenth street. It

Progress at Roseland.

The city is now lay- 
ing 15,000 feet of water mains and work has 
begun on the school building on One Hun- 
dred and Eighth place, near Wentworth ave- 
nue.

A Factory for Tolleston. 

The Calumet Varnish company of Brooklyn, 
N. I., is to locate at Tolleston. The company 
das purchased five acres of land adjoining the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad

At the end of five days the messenger re- 
turned and reported that the rain-god and 
his whole tribe were on the road to the reser- 
vation. When the Tejon Indians heard the 
news they wanted to quit work, saying that it 
was useless to complete the ditches, but Mr. 
Bishop insisted that the work should go on, 
arguing that the rain-god might turn loose 
more water than was wanted, and the ditches 
would be useful in preventing floods on the 
grain land. 

On the followwmg Friday the rain-god ar- 
rived with his hill tribe and took up quarters 
under the big oaks near the reservation build- 
ings. Mr. Bishop says the rainmaker was the 
weirdest-looking savage he ever saw. He had 
an enormous head, too large for his shriveled, 
shrunken body, legs lke a sandhill! crane’s, 
and arms no bigger than ramrods. His feat- 
ures were grotesquely ugly, and his snow-white 
hair, which stoud up straight, indicated that 
he was almost as old as his native hills. 

The news of the arrival of tne great rain- 
maker was sent abroad, and at least 30,000 
Indians gathered at Tejon to greet him. The 
Indians all treated him with profound re- 
spect and gate him presents of beads and 
trinkets that were valuable in their esteem. 
The bristly-haired old mummy seemed to 
take himself seriously, and seated upon a 
throne, consisting of a pork barrel covered 
with a gaudy serape, received with great 
solemnity the homage of the tribes, 

Mr. Bishop propitiated the rain-god with a 
quart or two of red beads, and then inter- 
viewed him on meteorology. 

Can you make it rain?“ asked Mr. 
Bishop. 

Did you not send for me for that pur- 
pose? said the old fellow. 

Les, rejoined Mr. Bishop, but I would 
like to know whether you can doit.“ 

“If I could not do it I would not have 
come,“ replied the old chap, and, although 
Mr. Bishop was not convinced, the logic of 
the reply was unanswerable, and he dropped 
the subject. , 

The Indians spent that nignt in dancing and 
feasting, eighty bullocks having been killed 
and barbecued for them, and the next day the 
rainmaker said he was ready to begin opera- 
tions. Noticing a number of unfinished, roof- 
less adobe buildings the Indian asked Mr. 
Bishop if he wanted rain when it would be 
sure to wash the walls down. Mr. Bisho 
looked at the clear, brassy sky and the parch 
ground, and told the Indian to bring on his 
shower and never mind the buildings. 

The Indian said he didn’t care if Bishop 
wanted to risk the buildings, and retiring into 
the brush he went through some mysterious 
evolutions. Mr. — 41 says he was greatly 
amazed to see clouds ginto gather in the 
sky, and his surprise increased when a few 
drops of rain fell. But the shower did not pan 
out very well and the Indian soon came out of 
the brush and declared that the conditions 
were not all right. His machinery had slipped 
acog somewhere. He said he couldn’t be gure 
of a good shower until he could 2 thun- 
der and lightning, and he intended to go into 
a grove not far away and try some new incan- 
tations. 

The Indian retired to his thunder factory 
and in less than half an hour the artillery was 
turned loose. re was a blinding flash of 
lightning and a roar of thunder shook 
the earth, and then the rain came down in tor- 
rents, 
days, and the ground became so soaked that 
the cattle mired down on the plains, 

The Indians took it all as a matter of course, 
but Mr. Bishop didn’t know how to take it. 
He talked about it with some of the Indians, 
expressi great surprise. at the result, but 
they couldn’t see why he should be surprised.

I have hesitated about giving to print the 
following true story of a deathbed scene which 
occurred in this city last winter, says Louis 
Harrison in the New York Advertiser.

abeth Often Covered Bodies Which 

Would Not Bear Inspection—The Epoch 

of Paints, Powders, Patches, and Patohou- 

li~Luxurious Baths in Which to Re- 
ceive Morning Calls. 

Until about the year 1650 all the barbers in 

France and most other countries of Europe 


practiced the art of surgery. In dark and 
dirty shops they shaved and bled, cut hair and 


applied cupping glasses, opened tumors and 
performed surgical operations still more ciffi- 
cult and dangerous.. They were despised as 
laborers, as every one was despised who made 
a practical application of his knowledge in the 
form of a trade regularly followed. Asa 
class they were much liked by the common 
people, who applied to therm for all ordinary 
medical advice, but as society became more 
refined, and consequently more exacting in 
respect to neatness, it became necessary to 
separate the care of the hair and beard 
from the treatment of diseases, not only 
because the association of the two professions 
was often repungent in itself, but there was 
great danger of the transmission of diseases. 
Louis XIII. first ordered the separation 
of the two professions, directing that 
the barbers should contine themselves to 
the hair and beard and operations incidental 
thereto, but the shavers and hair-cutters ap- 
pealing to Parliament, the matter dragged on 
for nearly forty years, and was not 
definitely decided until the issue of an edict 
by Louis XIV. in 1673. As a French writer 
remarks, this was none too soon, it being ab- 
solutely necessary that there should be a trade 
whose business it should be to care for the 
genera! neatness of the public. 

At this epoch the Parisians, and much more 
the inhabitants of the other cities of France, 
had almost lost the habit of cleansiug the face 
and hands with water, to say nothing of other 
parts of the body. In the dark ages it had not 
been quite so bad, there remainingin Gaul 
something of the Roman custom of bathing, 
which gradually disappeared, owing to the op- 
pusition of the monks and theclergy. An ec- 
clesiastical work published in 1760 deciares 
that the use of the bath is only to be regarded 
as 4 necessity, never asaluxury. So filthy 
were the monks of the fifteenth century that 
they put to flight the beggars at their gates if 
the wind happened to blow from the direction 
of the monastery. Nuns of the same epoch 
and later were not better provided for, as we 
learn from the experience of a noble lady, 
who, being a temporary inmate of a convent 
and having demanded a foot bath, was refuse 
by the superior, the luxury being un- 
heard of within those walls. In default of 
other appliance she made use of an old trunk, 
with no other result than to produce a general 
inundation of the sacred edifice. 

In 1292 there twenty-six public baths in 
Paris, then a small city. They were arranged 
for steam or bot water, a person —— able to 
take one or both kinds as he desired. They 
were expensive for the peried, a complete bath 
custing four francs, which restricted their use 
to persons in easy circumstances, They were 
not opened till daylight, the streets nut being 
safe before that hour. To prevent promiscuity 
it was ordered that the men should go in the 
morning and the women in the evening, but 
the rule does not seem to have been well ob- 
served, since in the course of time they ac- 
quired a bad reputation and fell into disuse. 
When they were heated in the morning the 
fact was announced after the manner of the 
period—by criers who made the round of the 
city. Bath tubs were common in private 
houses at the same epoch, made usually in the 
form of a half hogshead, the use of metals for 
the purpose being unknown. 

Wash basins were also familiar objects in 
the palaces of Kings and in the castles of the 
nobilmy. Charles V. of France had twenty- 
four of the latter, all solid gold, besides others 
of silver. As among the Romans, it was cus- 
tomary to bathe before meals, and to offer the 
luxury of a bath to one’s guest, who passed 
directly from the bathroom into the banquet 
hall. Various instances are related of baths 
magnificently arranged offered to Kings of 
France when subjects happened to entertain 
them, to Louis XI. among others, this King 
including an affectation of neatness in his 
brief list of virtues. “here were bathtubs at 
the barbers’ shups, used indiscriminately, as 
it would appear, by the well and sick—a 
circumstance that helped to render neat- 
ness unpopular, and keep the people 
from visiting them. Therefore, the pub- 
lie baths being discontinued for want of pat- 
ronage, and those at the barbers’ shops feared 
for sanitary reasons, the practice of bathing, 
common to a certain class in the dark and the 
early part of the middie ages, disappeared. 
Having ceased to bathe the person the hands 
and face became equally negiected, the appli- 
cation of water once a week being considered 
sufficient among the nobility, and once a 
month, or not at all, among the burgesses and 
the common 5 — In one of her dialogues 
Margaret of Navarre, author of the Decam- 
eron, says to an imaginary lover: Look 
at these beautiful hands. I have not washed 
them for a week, but Iwill wager they are 
cleaner than yours.“ It was some 200 years 
later that the eccentric Lady Mary Wortley, 
friend of Horace Walpole, made a reply quite 
as characteristic to some one who remarked 
that her hands were not as clean as they might 
be—** Si vous voyiez mes pieds.“ 

The habit of bathing was less common in 
1 — in the time of Queen Elizabeth than 
in France, whence it appears at this epoch to 
have almost disappeared. The virgin Queen 
insisted that the gentlemen and ies of her 
court should be magnificently dressed; but 
their fine apparel often covered persons that 
were repulsive. Bathtubs were not common 
in the castles of the nobility, and they would 
not have been much used if they had been. 
This disregard of neatness could not, never- 
theless, be carried too far, as is proved by the 
remark made by the Queen regarding the 
order of his boots to one of her courtiers 
who had come into her presence too hastily 
after a long journey. enry IV., who was 
Elizabeth’s contemporary, was as careless 
of his extremities as Lady Mary, if the Prot- 
estant d’Aubigny is to be believed; but if this 
testimony is not sufficient we have that of an- 
other writer of the epoch who alleges that the 
King was once told by a lady of his court 
that he smelt like a dead horge.“ The gen- 
erations that succeeded did not practice this 
cardinal virtue much more efficiently, but 
outraged neatness revenged itself in sending 
swarins of parasites to torment the human 
race. Methods of killing fleas and other ani- 
malculae that infest the human body formed 
one of the principal features of the handbuoks 
published in France during some. hundreds of 
years. Recipes were given for ointments to 
be used as insecticides, which were the germ 
of all the cosmetics, pastes, essences, and per- 
furnes which have from that day to this been 
ary the most essential elements of a lady’s 

let. 

_ The rage of these toilet appliances was at 
its height at the commencement of the reign 
of Louis XIV. If at this epoch there was a 
festival given at the Louvre noblemen and 
grand daines, reeking with the accumulated 
nastiness of weeks of abstinence from water 
but arrayed in silks and satins and covered 
with pastes, perfumes, and precious stones, 
came on horseback to the palace, the wife on 
1 behind her husband. Then they seat- 

themselves at a table, and using a knife 
now and then (the fork had not yet come into 
general use), thrust the food into their mouths 
with their hands, making such constant use of 
tne napkin that it was necessary to change it 
with every course. The use of the handker- 
chief was not then determined, and it 
was permitted to se moucher at table, but al- 
ways with the left hand, the right being need- 
ed t6 convey the food to the mouth. In 1640 
a book called The Laws of Gallantry” ap- 
tar in Paris, suggesting among other 

ing&that it would be well to go once in a 
while to the oaths, and to wash the hands at 
least once a day. The face, it was added, 
should be was almost as often, the cheeks 
should be shaved, and at intervals it would 
not be a bad thing to wash the head. When 

society had arrived at such a degree of refine- 
ment that it seemed desirable to wash the face 
almost every day it began to see that it was 
not a very sensible thing to be shaved or have 
the hair by a barber who lanced ul- 
cers, dressed wounds, and performed other 
common acts of surgery. So the barber’s 
duties became a trade apart, and the surgeon’s 
duties a nobler profession. For generations 
after it became a sort of habit to wash the 
hands and face.

some curious facts in regard to the demand 
— supply of false hair when wigs were in 


warm countries was not wanted, because too 
coarse. English women and girls did not care 
to part with their hair; and were not so poor 
as to be forced to thesacrifice. Some villages 
in Normandy furnished as much as ten pounds, 
rors two feet in length. The price was 
from four to five francs a pound, and it was 
cut from the heads of the living. from the 
heads of the dead, or sewed after combing, 
each kind ae its co.nmercial name. The 
great demand at last rendered the supply so 
scarce that horsehair had to be used instead, 
orin part. 

Before the invention of wigs the hat was 
rarely removed except to salute others, espe- 
cially — — personages. It was worn at table 
when ladies or persons of rank were present. 
Except when saluting royalty it was the cus- 
tom merely to raise the hand to the hat some- 
what after the manner of a military salute. 
When it became the mode to wear a profusion 
of false hair the hat was less needed as a pro- 
tection for the head, and was carried under the 
arm. It was the custom in France in the sev- 
enteenth century to kiss a lady when saluting 
her and continued the common usage in En- 
gland for a hundred years later. Royal salu- 
tations in France required extreme formality. 
One saluted the bed on entering the royal bed- 
chamber, and in approaching the apartments 
of the King all head covering, the skull cap of 

riests included, had to be removed. In sa- 
uting Queens and Princesses one kissed the 
hem of the robe. Outer doors of the nobility 
were provided with huge knockers, but it was 
expected they would be handled gently. 

t was not permitted to knock at the inte- 
rior door of a house, but to scratch gently 
with the nail of the little finger, which was al- 
lowed to grow for that purpose. It was de 
rigueur to say God bless you to a person 
sneezing, though not always aioud, and to un- 
cover and bow low. The custom of wearing 
black patches to make the skin seem fairer 
eme from the habit of applying in the six- 
teenth century pieces of black velvet or other 
dark stuff to the temples for the headache. A 
fashionable coquette discovered that these 
were becoming and brought them into use 
in France, whence the custom spread 
into Europe. y were worn not only 
by women, but by exquisites and the clergy, 
though their use was not general among 
men. They were called mouches, and were 
made round, square, oval, and in the shape of 
stars, hearts, crescents, and animals of all 
sorts, so that a lady’s face sometimes had the 
appearance of a menagerie. the use of 
powders for the hair and face, which began in 
the sixteenth century, infected also the men. 
Henry III. had the habit of parading the 
streets of Paris, his face covered with white 
and red paste, like a faded coquette, and his 
hair filled with violet powder and scented with 
musk. Powders were made of all colors, and 
the infatuation was such that servant giris 
were afraid to be seen in public with their hair 
of the natural color, and not Seing able to buy 
that used by their betters employed sawdust 
as a substitute, 

The Parisians who preferred cold baths a 
hundred years ago, or at the commencement 
of this century, took them in the Seine, with- 
out paying serious attention to those who 
were passing along the quays. The Paris of 
today is more scrupulous, but as swimming 
baths are numerous one observes the proprie- 
ties without being greatly incommoded. The 
bathtubs of the end of the last and the com- 
mencement of, the present century were made 
with a view so economizing hot water. The 
were, in reality, tubs slightly elongated, wit 
the head slightly raised, in which one could 
neither conveniently sit nor lie at length. 
That in which arat was assassinated 
may still be seen at the Grevin Museum 
and one of those of 
Fontainebleau. Neither is 
that would meet any sort of favor in America. 
Before the revolution wealthy French nobles 
had luxurions baths made in the form of 
sofas, reclining chaira, or couches. Sometimes 
baths were made sufficiently cupacious to ac- 
commodate several persons at atime. Ladies 
received indiscriminately male or female vis- 
itors while in the bath, the only precautions 
taken with a view to avoid indecent exposure 
being the discoloration of the water with milk 
or some chemical preparation. The custom 
was perhaps a trifle more indecent than that 
of receiving in bed practiced by some of the 
great ladies uf the court of Louis XIV.

POLITICAL NOTSES. 


Senator Dolph of Oregon says that the 
Farmers’ Alliance is endeavoring to secure a foot- 
hold in that State, but so far has made little 
progress. Senator Wolcott makes the same re- 
port about Colorado. 

Evidence that the Farmers’ Alliance is losing 
ground in the South accumulates. The Nashville 
American (Dem.) says: “In one year the Ten- 
nessee Alliance has lost one-fourth of its member- 
ship. Its own records show a membership of only 
37,000, as against 36,000 one year ago. It was en- 
titled to four delegates at the Ocala convention; 
it elected but three to the next national conven- 
tion. The difficulty in collecting dues complained 
of by President McDowell has a sequel in the 
failure to meet the payment of the national dues, 


for which default the Tennessee Farmers’ Alli- 


ance stands today subject to suspension, if by this 

time it has not been already suspended. The dues 

for which it isin arrears are, to the best of our 

information, about $2,000, and this sum it has 
n impossible to raise.“ 

The Seattle (Wash.) Press-Times (Ind.) 
thinks that “the State elections now on will not 
displace Cleveland in the Democratic heart, nor 
can they disturb the hold upon the Republican 
perty held by Mr. Blaine,” saying: Here in

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BISMARCK’S MUSEUMOPEN 


AN EPITOME OF A GENERATION OF 
EUROPEAN POLITICS, 


Gifts from Kings and Statesmen of Every 
Land—Mementos of the Great Deeds of 
Modern Generals and Diplomatists— 
Trophies Won by the Prince at the 
Mensur, on the Battlefield, and in the 

~ Council—Mouument to the Great Chan- 
cellor. 
New York Sun: Germany has a new museum 
to which for many years tourists of all nations 
will turn from the art collections of Berlin, 


Dresden, and Munich. The new museum is at 


Schönhausen, and in it have been placed the 
mementos of all the struggles of war, of 
peace, of diplomacy, strategy, and politics 
which have centered round the heroic figure of 
Prince Bismarck for the last generation. 
Every gift to the ex-Chancellor from people, 
sovereign, or stutesman, from individual, so- 
ciety, or city, whether the expression of love, 
admiration, or gratitude, has been included in 
this monument to the public life of the builder 
of Germany. ; 

Just before the door of the museum stands 
a mitrailleuse, captured by the Prussians in 
the war of 1870-’71. In the vestibule of the 
first floor hangs a picture of Emperor Freder- 
ick III. Ten spears taken from Africans by 
Maj. von Wissmann flank the Prince’s coat 
of arms over the entrance to the interior of 
the tirst hall. Antlers of deer killed by Bis- 
marck in the chase adorn the vestibule walls, 
and here and there are disposed great carved 
beer kegs which were sent to the Prince by 
admiring brewers. Among the kegs is a 
magnificent wine cask which Germans in 
2 filled with the finest Italian wine in 
April, 1885, and sent to the mighty Chan: 
cellor. On the head of the cask is the inscrip- 
tion: Drink in strength for your mighty 
battles.”’ 

The first room of the museum proper opens 
from the vestibule, and is known as the 
Royal Gallery.“ All the hangings and deco- 
rations are of dark, dead green. At the head 
of the room isa great marble bust of Em- 
peror William I. This has the place of honor 
on a high pedestal. To the left of the en- 
trance hangs a portrait of K Humbert of 
Italy; to the right, that of Emperor Franz 
Joseph of Austria. These as well as all other 

rtraits in the Royal Gallery are the gifts 

rom the persons whom they represent. Ina 

row beyond the Italian King’s portrait hang 
pictures of Emperor William I., Emperor 
William II., ana Czar Alexander III. 

The picture of William I. is by Paul Bulow, 
and was given to Bismarck at the close of the 
Congress of Berlin on July 13, 1878. In me- 
dallions at the corners of the frame are the 
words: ** Vienna, Oct. 30, 1864; Nikolsburg, 
July 26, 1866; Versailles, Jan. 18 and 19, and 
March 2, 1871.“ Opposite these pictures is 
Werner’s representation of the proclamation 
of the empire at Versailles, which was given 
to the Chancellor on April 1, 1885, by the Em- 
peror, Empress, and their children. 

To the right and left of this picture are por- 
traits of Queen Victoria and the Grand Duke 
of Mecklenburg. Marble busts of the Emper- 
or Franz Joseph and the Prince Regent Luit- 
pold of Bavaria stand near by. Not far from 
them are numerous presents which Bismarck 
received from military bodies in his capacity 
of a German officer, and next to this collection 
stands a huge carved elephant’s tusk, a pres- 
ent from the Chinese Empress. 

In the second room are the numerous diplo- 
mas of honorary citizenship of German cities, 
and all sorts of addresses from students, city 
councils, and trade organizations. A bronze 
laurel wreath from the Empress Augusta, a 
blade of Dan:ascus steel, with a handle richly 
inlaid with precious stones from the German 
colony in Constantinople, and a medallion of 
my Leo XIII. are among the mementos here 
of Bismarck’s lust power. All sorts of Bis- 
marck tables, Bismarck chairs and Bismarck 
desks fill the floor. Pictures of Pope Leo 
XIII.. Cardinals Hohenlohe and Antonelli, and 
ex-President Cleveland are grouped on the 
wall opposite the entrance. Near them hang 
eee of Oriental potentates, who de- 
ighted to honor the Iron Chancellor in his 
great days. A huge Turkish pipe of orna- 
mented copper is beside a glass case contain- 
ing the last lead pencil with which Emperor 
William I. wrote. Over them hang the pict- 
ures of Thiers, Beaconsfield, Prince Orloff, 
and a Prince of Siam in national costume. 
Curious fans, vases, miniatures of monuments 
and men, cups, paper-weights, etc., from the 
greatest men of modern science, art, and poli- 
tics fill the rest of the space on the walls and 
in the niches of the second room. 

To the left of the entrance to the third 
room is a great wooden chest containing the 
plain and battered stool on which Bismarck 
sat during the negotiations with N apoleon 
after Sedan. The majority of artieles in this 
room were gifts to Bismarck from his first mas- 
ter. They include numerous statuettes of Bis- 
marck, Moltke, Roon, the Niederwald, and 
victory monuments in miniature, and all sorts 
of allegorical representations in marble of the 
founding of the German Empire. Amid these 
choice bits of art stands a great knotty oak 
staff, a present from the German Society of 
Arts. n it are these words: 

Dem eisernen Kanzler der eichene Stecken, 
Es schütze die Eiche den eisernen Recken. 

The fifth and sixth rooms of the museum 
contain a wealth of the finest products of 
European manufactories—Dresden china, all 
kinds of writing desks, tubacco and snuff 
boxes, purses, and embroidered cuirassier 
boots, and about everything elseof light manu- 
facture which would be appropriate for a birth- 
day present. The most interesting piece in 
the room is a great Dresden plate given to Bis- 
marck by the present Emperor when he was 
Prince William. Bismarck is represented on 
the plate as a medieval standard bearer, and 
under the waving colors of his right hand are 
the German, Italian, and Austro-Huogarian 
coats of arms. The inscription over all is: 
In trinitate pax. The plate is a memento 
of the honors paid to Bismarck by the Hohen- 
zollerns at the time of the consummation of 
the triple alliance. A walking stick inscribed 
with dates of the closing uf the Austrian; Dan- 
ish, and French wars, and innumerable ad- 
dresses and gifts from German students crowd 


the rest of the two rooms. 


The seventh room isdevoted more exclusive- 
ly to Bismarek’s personality. It contains no 
fewer than sixteen busts of the ex-Chancellor 
as he has been at as many periods in his life. 
Personal letters and poetical effusions in the 
iron man’s honor are mingled with large and 
small portraits of Bismarck as officer, Chan- 
cellor, Ambassador, student, etc. In the eighth 
room this personal collection is continudd, and 
here probably the American who has 
long and often of Bismarck, the rowdy under- 
graduate, with his big dog and unshapely pipe, 
his midnight carousals and repeated duels, 4 
huge appetite for beer and the great mug 
from which he drank it, will pause an hour or 
more to get a view of all the university para- 
phernalia with which young Otto von Bis- 
marck made merry his happiest days. Oppo- 
site a library of histury and science, contrib- 
uted from all quarters of the globe, hang the 
four rusted dueling swords and a dagger. On 
the handle of one is inscribed in tiny letters 
the record of the duels in which it was made 
to deal Bismarck’s opponent the decisive cut. 
Drinking mugs, corps colors, Bismarck’s 
diploma, and a hundred other things are there 
to recall the days when the exile of Fried- 
richsruhe was neither great nor small. 

In contrast with the careless happiness sug- 
gested by this part of the museum are the 
mementos of conflict and hatred in the last 
room. Over the door is ** Meminisse Juvabit.“ 
Within the great chests hold the acres of news- 
papers and the barrels of printers’ ink that 
were used for thirty years to make Bismarck 
appear strong or weak. They all are packed 
away in chests now, and it is doubtful if any- 
body except the historian of a century hence 
will care to lift the covers and study the char- 
acter of the Chancellor from the thousands of 
fragroentary biographies imprisoned beneath 
them. 

At the entrance to the museum is a confu- 


sion of spades, plows, hves, drags, ete. They 


do not belong to the museum now, but some 


day perhaps a tenth room will be added and 
filed with mementos of the exile of Fried- 
richsruhe. Then the museum will compre- 


hend the whole career of blood and iron. 
The museum is open every day from 10 to12 
a. m. and from 2 to 5 p. m.

The achievement would, io his judgment, be 
but child’s play. He describes Argentina as 
the one country in which there is nothing but 
men to despise, the one country in which 
many German citizens not only live already, 
but would eagerly welcome the substitution 
of an upright and thrifty German government 
for the corrupt and detestable régime which 
has bankrupted the Confederation. Accord- 
ing to the Marquis, nothing but a European 
protectorate is needed to esta blish law and 
order and to convert Argentina into an El-

tiful and largest apple orchards in the world 
can be seen. The Wilderness of Koolan, as 
the district is called, contains a forest of na- 
tive wild apple trees, countiess in number, 
stretching from the sea far up the mountain 
sides. The trees vary from forty to fifty feet 
in height, and in the harvest season from 
July to September are loaded down with 
fruit, some white, but mostly red. A person 
standing in the midst of this orchard can 
look around him for miles, up the mountains, 
and toward the road, and the only thing in 
view will be one vast grove of apple-trees lit- 
erally red with ripe and ripening fruit, the 
branches of the trees bending to the ground 
with the bounteous harvest. The crop of this 
extensive apple orchard which nature planted 
in the solitary waste would fill a fleet of 100 
steamers. The orchard stretches over a coun- 
try from five to ten miles wide by twenty 
miles long, and many of the larger trees bear 
at least fifty barrels apiece. The fruit is deli- 
cious for table use. will appease both thirst 
and hunger, but as vet no one has taken the 
trouble to make any commercial use of the 
apples. When ripe they will not keep more 
than a week, but they make excellent jelly and 
jam, and simply for the lack of a little Amer- 
ican enterprise millions of barrels of apples 
are permitted annually to fall to the ground 


and rot.

This reduced the 
family and the priest saved harder and harder 
to lift them up again. 

To make a long story short, he lived nigh 
twenty years as parish priest and curate and 
then died himself. Everybody disliked him, 
he was so fond o’ the haypense. Forty thou- 
sand dollars he left behind, and it went iviry 
penny of it to his two brothers. Not a farthin’ 
of it did he leave to the poor; the worse luck, 
since most of it came from them.’ 

Did the brothers prosper?’’ 

“No, sor, they didn’t. The money flew 
away from them like fairy goold. In the ind 
they lost all they had; their families went to 
the bad, and today it would be harder to find 
one o them in the old town than it wud be 
to pick up goold pieces on the city-hall steps.

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ACROSS THE VELDT AFTER KOODOO 
WITH RANDOLPH CHURCHILL, 


An Afternoon’s Shooting with the Border 
Police in Bechuansa Land— Magnificent 
Antelopes as High as Mules-Under the 
Lead of the Honey Bird—“ Trading” 
with the Natives—Under the Shadow of 
Mount Towlu—At Dinner in the Bush. 

Carz Town, Sept, 2.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.)]—On the evening of July 16 our party 
entertained Sir Frederic Carrington and 
some of the officers of the Bechuanaland bor- 
der police at a farewell al fresco” banquet, 
and passed a cheerful evening round the camp- 
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OFFICERS AT BREAKFAST. 


fire with its usual accompaniment of song 
and tale. I had accompanied Sir Frederic in 
the afternoon on a shooting excursion after 
reitbuck. These buck were expected to be 
found in along and wide glade near the Limpo- 
po. Some dozen mounted troopers actedſas beat- 
ers,and we saw seven buck, of which two were 
killed. We also secured two brace and a half 
of pheasants. 

On the 17th the wagons, with our baggage 
from Pretoria, having at length arrived, we 
left Tuti. Mr. Alfred Brit left early in the 
morning of the same day, his wagons having 
preceded him some twelve hours. At the out- 
set a work of difficulty lay before us, the cross- 
ing of the drift of the Tuti Kiver. Here the 
sand for more than 100 yards is deep and heavy, 
and double spans become necessary for each 
wagon. The leading wagon, having descended 
into the river bed, is halted, and the span of 
oxen is taken out of the second wagon and at- 
tached to the first, which, drawn by thirty 
oxen, moved with apparent ease through the 
drift. The process, repeated with each wagon, 
occupied some two hours, and it was 4 o’clock 
before all the wagons were safely over on the 
other side, 

Sir Frederic Carrington and some of the 
officers at the Bechuanaland border police 
watched our proceedings. After trekking six 
miles we outspanned and set up our camp for 
the might. The appearance of the camp was 
very striking. The moon was shining bright- 
ly, and the long avenue of wagons on each side 
of the road with the oxen lying down attached 
to their yokes offered a most si and 
memorable sight. My expedition had been 

joined at Tuti by Mr. Hans Lee, a son of John 
a who lived for many years in Matabele- 
land at Lee's Castle. On the 18th every one 
was astir by 5:30 o’clock in the morning and 
the wagons were started off at daybreak. They 
trekked seven miles and outspanned at 9, the 
sun being already warm. 

Our day camp was pitched on the Ipaqui 
River, where were also encamped a large body 
of men employed by the chartered company 
in laying the telegraph wire up country to 
Fort Victoria. On the 19th we reached the 
Umzinqwani River, about twenty miles from 
Fort Tull. There was a good amount of water 
here. Maj. Giles and I and Lee, after break- 
fast, rode out into the bush to look for game. 
Two water buck were seen, which Lee shot at 
without effect. I got a shot at a steimbuck, 
but missed him. 

It was now found that our hours of trek- 
king, which had been adopted mainly on my 
account, were unsuitable for our oxen. To 
make good treks it is necessary for the oxen 
to labor either during the night or late in the 
afternoon when the sun is low. It was there- 
. pore ghd — A. the 8 of trek- 

ing whic n adopted by the expedi- 
tion during their passage through Bechuana- 
land—from 1 a. m. to daybreak and from 4:30 
p. m. until 8 p. m. When the wagons s 
in the early morning my spider remained be- 
hind till 6 a. m. and I caught up to the wag- 
ons by breakfast time. 

The 20th I rode witn Lee into the bush. We 


came across two Koodoo bulls, one of which~ 


Lee shot. The Koodoo is a — 11 ante- 
lope. It stands as high as a mule, is of a soft 
gray color, its face 1s beautifully marked with 
white, and it carries fine twisting horns from 
two to three feet long. Further on we put up

two wild pigs. Lee got one and I got the 
other. That morning I saw for the first time 
the honey bird. We followed it up for about 
half a mile. Lee whistled it gave back 
an answering note, flying from tree to tree 
and Jeading us on. When it reached the tree 
occupied by the wild bees it answered no more 
to Lee’s whistle, indicating that the honey was 
found and flying off to a neighboring tree to 
watch our proceedings. As we were unpro-

to be disappointed in us. Lee and his boy 
both clim the tree and found the holes into 
the hive and got well stung.

At 5 
o’clock we “ey peer Just before inspan- 
pom A the dead Koodoo was brought in on two 
onkeys. 

The 2ist we reached the Umshlane River, 
a ten mile trek, This river is also dry, but 
water can be got by digging. Having found 
that game in the vicinity of the road was 
scarce, probably frightened away by the con- 
stant passage of wagons and by the telegraph 
poe ere oe I arranged to go with Lee for three 
or four — 1 away from the road into the veldt. 
I took with me the spider and the Scotch cart, 
a small two-wheeled 4 and provisions for 
six days. I started off in the afternoon and 
reached the Bubye River at sunset. The next 
morning at daybreak we rode off into the 
veldt — as our wagon, which had been trek- 
king ugh the night, passed us. 

Soon we came across the spoor of Koodoo 
and Quagga mixed, which and his boy 
followed for 2 of half an hour.

Our ill-luck did not prevent us from 
making an excellent dinner off stewed roan 
antelope of our own cooking. During our ab- 
sence our camp had been moved in an easter- 
ly direction some three and a half miles away 
from the road into the veldt. Conside 
that it was still too near the road to see muc 
game, we determined to devote the next day 
to moving the camp a distance further 
into the veldt down the This 
we effected. 

It was a trek of much interest, as we had to 
make our own road through the bush. Capt. 
Williams, Lee, and I kept riding on ahead to 
find out the best way through the trees and 
how to avoid the rocky ground.

THE FIRST MASONIC GRAND MASTER, 


Gen. Joseph Warren the First Head of the 
Order in This Country. 

“Tt is not generally known,” said a well- 
known Mason toa Tammo reporter a few 
days ago, that Gen. Joseph Warren, who fell 
at the battle of Bunker Hill, was the first 
Grand Masterin the United States. There are 
many who consider themselves well informed, 
although they can present no records, who 
declare that the order was first introduced 
into the United States in the year 1717. Now, 
there were in existence several | prior to 
this date even. But Masonry in the United 
States may be said to date really from the year 
1733, when the Right Honorable and Most 
Worshipful Anthony, Lord Viscount Mon- 
tague. Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Eugland, on application of several breth- 
ren residi in New England — 
and constituted the Right Worshipful Henry 
Price as Provincial Grand Master of all the 


lodges in New England, and the 30th of July, 


1783,constituted the first Grand Lodge of Free- 

masons on the Americancontinent. This was 

knowa as St. John’s Grand Lodge, which title 

it retained until it was united with the Grand 

Lodge founded by the Earl of Dalhousie, 

Grand Master of Scotland, in 1792. usie, 
ou know, is generally looked upon as the 
ather of Masonry in United States, 

„George Washington was a member of our 
fraternity forty-eight years, having been initi- 
ated the 4th of November, 1752,in a lodge- 
room in Fredericksburg, Va. 1778 Wash- 
ington was chosen Gr Master, but declined 
the position. The same the Alexandria 
Lodge at Alexandria was c and Wash- 
ington became its first Master, and was one of 
its mem bers until the time of his death. That 
lodge, I believe, still preserves the gavel,

IMPALED AND YET ALIVE, 


Curious Story of the Breast Bone of a Brant 
That Was Shot in Alaska. 

A very surprising curiosity has been placed 
in the hands of Prof, Otis T. Mason at the Na- 
tional Museum. Itis the breast bone of a 
wild brant transfixed by an arrow. The bird, 
which weighed about fifteen pounds, was shot 
in the Kankakee marshes, Indiana, with a 
gun und subsequently eaten, but the part of 
its anatomy mentioned was preserved. 

Once upon a time—it must have been some 
years before, so a Washington Star reporter 
was told—this particular brant was sum- 
mering in Alaska, where others of its spe- 
cies gather every year for the purpose of 
mating. An Indian shot at the bird with an 
arrow which had for its point a piece of 
a deer’s rib seven inches long. 18 aim 
was so true that the weapon went clear through 
the keel of the fowl’s breast bone and 
stuck there, the shaft falling to the ground. 
It is in this way that the natives of those parts 
make their arrows, in order that the shafts 
may not be lost. The latter fall when the 
game is struck and are picked up again. 

Though transfixed in this fashion the brant 
was too sturdy a bird to yield its life so readi- 
ly, no vital organ having been touched, and it 
calmly flew away, doubtless to the of 
the hunter. After a while the wound ed, 
and the fowl managed to get along very com- 
fortably with the deer’s rib through its 
breast. Years afterward it was slain 
with more sure leaden shot in In- 
diana, and now its breast bone has 
been deposited at the National Museum by 
Mr. W. W. Cheshire of this city. Ite tragic 
history is known thus in detail because the 
arrow-head itself told it all. Each Indian 
tribe in Alaska makes its weapons after a 
pattern peculiar to itself, Prof. Ma- 
son has thus been enabled to deter- 
mine that the brant was struck with 
the arrow on the Yukon River, and nowhere 
else. Furthermore, he knows positively at 
what part of the Yukon the * occur! 
and he can even locate the spot with certainty 
within two or three miles, It is an affair 
quite unique that a bird should be thus im- 

aled and yet carry the instrument of death so 
ong and in such a manner.

NEW GUNBOATS ARE NEEDED. 


Secretary Tracy Will Ask for Six 1,000-Ton 
Vessels—2,000-Ton Boats Far Better for 
the Business. 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Oct, 7.—Secretary Tra- 
cy, it has been stated, will ask Congress to- 
provide for the construction of half a dozen 
gunboats of 1,000 tons displacement, simular 
to gunboats Nos. 5 and 6 now being built by 
the Bath Iron Works. The Secretary's reason 
for asking for vessels of this character is said 
to be that they are needed for economical 
service on foreign stations in time of peace. 
being especially adapted to the rivers of 
China, and for use in case of trouble with na- 
tions like Hayti and San Salvador, which have 
no navies, 

This has provoked a great deal of criticism 
of the Secretary by officers on duty here. It 
is argued that such vessels are too small for 
the best type of ships for general foreign sta- 
tion service,and if special vessels are to be 
built for work in the Chinese rivers and other 
inland waters, even the twelve-foot draught 
of the 1,000-ton gunboats is too — tor the 
best results. It is generally believed that if 
Congress would be satisfied to build a fleet of 
2,000-ton vessels, with about the same max- 
imum speed as the 1,000-ton gunboats, — 
would be ideal vessels for foreign station wor 
in time of peace, and would bea great deal 
more useful in time of war than smaller 
vessels. 

The gunboats now buildi are to have a 
maximum speed of fourteen knots an hour, to 
secure which engines of 1,600 horse-power are 
being provided. Atsuch lows it takes 
comparatively little more wer to drive a 
vessel of 2,000 tons than of half the size, and 
engines of 2,000 horse-power would be Ey 
sufficient. In the 2,000-ton vessels now build- 
ing at Baltimore and Boston a speed of nine- 
teen knots an hour is aimed at, conse- 
quently engines of 5,400 horse-power are be- 
ing putin. This extra weight of engines and 
boilers greatly diminishes the coal-carrying 
capacity of the vessels, and their maximum 
— — of action at ten knots speed is esti- 
mated at about 8,500 knots. If engines of 
only 2,000-horse power were put in, it is esti- 
mated that the bunker capacity could be in- 
creased so as to give them considerable more 
than 10,000 knots’ coal endurance. 

It is argued that the 1,000-ton gunboats can- 
not begin to compare with a vessel of this 
type ina this respect, as the maximnm coal 
endurance of these small vessels will not be 
over 4,500 knots under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, The actual cost of steaming a 
given distance at ten knots would not be much 
greater for the r vessel than for the for- 
mer. To drive 1,000-ton vessel at ten 
knots will require the development of 600 
horse power, while only 680 horse power would 
be required for petting the same speed out of 
the larger vessel. Further than this, the larger 
engines could be made to work so much more 
economically than the smaller, and the smaller 
bull would be so much more retarded by 
rough water, that the rather paradoxical argu- 
ment is made that in average steam a ton 
of coal would move the 2,000-ton v as far 
as it would the one of half that size. 

As a fighting force the r vessel is far 
superior to the smaller, as will be seen by a 
comparison of the batteries of those vessels 
now building. The 2,000-ton cruisers will 
— carry two six-inch rifles, eight ae 
rapid- guns, six six-pounders, two one- 
pounders, and two Gatlings. The 1,000-ton 
gunboats will each carry eight four-inch 
rapid-fire guns, four six-pounders, two one- 
pounders, and two Gatlings. In case a land- 
ing party is needed ashore the larger vessel, 
with a crew of over 200, is again at an advan- 
tage over one, with only 
men.

The President's Second-Term Followers 
Unable to Kill Him Off.

It is apparent, however, to the most 
casual political thinker that whatever supports 
he may be able to command in the next na- 
tional convention he will stand no show what- 
ever — the side of and in opposition to James 

. 0. 

This fact does not seen to deter those peo- 
ple of whom I speak from going about the 
corridors of the New York hotels and secretly 
fomenting all sorts of ridiculous rumors 
about Biaine. Most of these are based 
on the old exploded theory of Mr. 
Blaine’s declining health and mental powers. 
They say Mrs. Blaine has put her foot down 
against the acceptance of her husband of the 
proposed promotion—this on the ground that 
she desires his life be ‘spared to her a little 
while longer and despairs of it in case her ad- 
vice is not followed. 

Mrs. Blaine is undoubtedly a very strong- 
minded woman, but if she controls her hus- 
band in this matter it will be the first time the 
public has any definite knowledge of her influ- 
ence. My knowledge of Mrs. Blaine is that 
if there is the remotest chance of his surviving 
the strain of a national campaign she will be 
the chief one to urge him to accept the risk.

The following facts con- 
cerning wheat are contained: Area seeced for 
year 1891, 2,575,056 acres; average product 
per acre, estimated from the thrashers’ re- 
turns, 18 bushels; estimated total product, 
45,063,480 ; quality full average; crop of 1890 
still in producers’ hands, 4 per cent.
